States for both Field and Naval purposes, and by nearly all the Governments of Europe. 


They are made of 37mm., 47mm., and 53mm. calibre, and fire common and steel shell. 


The 87mm. and 47mm. fire 60 to 80 shell per minute, giving 1,500 to 2,000 fragments. 
j In service, with deliberate aim at moving objects, from 15 to 30, giving 1,200 dangerous 
fragments per minute. 

The Naval gun is mounted on the non-recoil pruiciple, {and being aimed from the 
shoulder, with the ease of a musket, attains a greater accuracy at sea than any other 
cannon. 

The range of the 87mm. gun is 5,000 yards, of the 47mm., 6,500 yards, 

The steel shell from the smaller gun penetrates all torpedo boats up to 3,000 yards, and 
at acute angles up to 2,000 yards, and the 47mm. perforates all the unarmored ships now 
in service.

Capt. R. H. Hall, 10th Infantry, registered in Detroit this 
week in attendance as witness upon a General Court-martial 
sitting at Fort Wayne, Mich. 

Tere died in Brooklyn, January 29, Mr. Alexander Hol- 
‘ey, who in 1862 visited England professionally to devote 
attention to the Bessemer process of steel manufacture and 
the experiments of the British government with heavy ord- 
nance and armor. As a result of his visit the Bessemer pro- 
cess was introduced here, and in 1864 was published ‘‘Holley’s 
Treatise on Ordnance and Armor,” a work which will be re- 
called by many officers as a timely contribution to a discussion 
which is not yet ended. Mr. Holley was the son of ex-Gov- 
ernor Holley, of Connecticut, who still resides near Lakeville, 
Coun., where Mr. Holley was born in 1832. Mr. Holley was 
not only a recognized leader in his profession but a most 
agreeable gentleman, who will be long remembered with 

pleasure by those who knew him. 

Tue Vallejo Chronicle says: The policy of President Ar- 
thur appears to be, in the selection of officers of the Army 
and Navy for chiefs of bureau and the heads of corps, unless 
there is some manifold objection, either on the ground of 
inefticiency or delinquency iu other respects, to select, in 
case of vacancy, that officer who by virtue of his rank is 
properly entitled to the promotion. It is well for the Army 
aud Navy and other branches of the public service to get 
back to the old established rule. There has grown up of 
late in these places entirely too much favoritism. In the 
Army particularly there has been recent cases which have 
been simply outrageous. The Army and Navy have 
until late years been largely free from this accusation, but it 
appears as though now they too were falling into the same 
low rut. The nomination by President Arthur of the senior 
and most accomplished officer of the Coast Survey to be the 
superintendent; that of Senior Pay Director of the Navy to 
be Paymaster General, and other promotions of a similar 
character, show that civil service reform and the rectification 
of Army and Navy abuses will be, under his administration, 
thoroughly carried out. This line of action is another one 
of the unexpected surprises which prove the people of the 
United States did wiser than they thought when, in the 
selection of a Vice-President, they secured so admirable a 
successor to the Chief Magistracy.

Paeapent Arthur, when in Washington, attends the Epis- 
copal Church, St. John’s, and occupies the pew that Madison 
oconpied nearly seventy years ago. Adverting to this fact a 
correspondent of the+Zvening Post says: For President 
A: thur St. John’s has more associations than those merely 
historic, and, like Longfellow’s Blacksmith, he hears above 
the music of the choir a dearer voice “singing in Paradise.” 
Long ago the lady, who would now, if she had lived, be the 
first in the land—Miss Ella‘Herndon, daughter of Capt. Hern- 
don, U.S.N., was a volunteer member of St. John’s choir ; and 
it is said that her sweet soprano voice, of remarkable com- 
pass and clearness, filling the mouldy old place with melody, 
first attracted the attention of Chester Arthur.

Tue Washington Star says, Feb, 2: ‘‘There are now ten 
vacancies on the retired list, and it is the determination of 
the President to fill them by selections from the highest staff 
and line officers who by reason of age and length of service 
are subject to the law governing retirementa. The first offi- 
cer to be retired will be Quartermaster-General Meigs. 
Deputy Quartermaster-General Rucker will also be retired. 
General Rufus Ingalls will thus become Quartermaster- 
General. An immense social influence to secure the con- 
tinuance of Generals Meigs and Rucker on the active list has 
been brought to bear, but the influence to make General 
Ingalls Quartermaster-General was stronger. Geveral Sheri- 
dan, who is a son-in-law of General Rucker, earnestly recom- 
mended the promotion of General Rucker when General 
Meigs should be retired, but the incongruity of retiring a 
man because he is sixty-five years old, the age of General 
Meigs, and promoting another of seventy, General Rucker’s 
age, was the reason that General Sheridan's recommendation 
was not carried out. Major-General McDowell was to have 
been retired at this time, but his popularity on the Pacific 
coast saved him. Both Senators from California secured a 
postponement of his retirement until Junel. There is a 
strong effort making to secure the promotion of General 
Terry to the major-generalship when General McDowell is 
retired, although General Pope would succeed by seniority. 
General Terry is the only volunteer Brigadier-General in the 
Army, and for that reason he is urged to be put over General 
Pope’s head. The list of early retirements will include, it is 
expected, the names of Surgeon-General Barnes, who will 
probably be succeeded by Medical Purveyor Baxter; Pay- 
master-General Brown, whose ,successor may be Colonel W.

By direction of the Secretary of War paragraphs 526, 533, 
552, 553, 556, and 557 of the Regulations are modified as 
follows : 

525. The adjutant shall be treasurer of the fand for his 
regiment, which he will disburse on warrants drawn by the 
colonel or commanding officer, under specific resolves of the 
regimental council of administration. He will render, 
through the colonel, periodical returns of the state of the 


fand and of the property purchased therefrom, in the same 
manner as prescribed for the post treasurer, and his accounts 
will always be open to the inspection of the colonel and regi- 
mental council. When the headquarters of a regiment is 
transferred from one department to another, the depart- 
ment commander from whose control it is passing will cause 
a copy of the last regimental and company fund accounts 


received to be forwarded to the commanding officer of the 
department o which the headquarters of the regiment is 
transferred. 

633. The sums received and expended by the post trea- 
surer and the balance on band shall be reported, after the 
session of the council of administration, every four months, 


viz., on the last days of April, August, and December, to | 


the department commander, through the commanding ofiicer 
of the post, in the manner directed on the blank forms 
furnished for this purpose. ‘These accounts will be accom- 
panied by a return of the post fund property. When an 
officer is relieved from the duties of post treasurer within 
the period for which accounts are required, he will, in like 
manner, transmit an account current for the time during 
which he was acting as treasurer, a copy of which will be 
left with his successor. The articles on hand, received by 
purchase or otherwise, will be mentioned by name. All articles 
lost, damaged, or destroyed, will be covered by vouchers 
stating value of the article, name and rank of the person 
responsible. The return will be verified and approved by the 
post commander. On the receipt of the account and return 
of property at department headquarters they will be care- 
fully examined and verified, any inaccuracies corrected; and 
all unauthorized expenditures disallowed. When the accounts 
and returns are finally passed and approved they will be filed 
at department headquarters, except in cases of appeal from 
the action of the department commander, when they will be 
forwarded to the Adjutant-General of the Army for the de- 
cision of the War Department. ‘The several accounts and 
returns will be rendered on blanks furnished from the Adju- 
tant-General’s Office (see forms annexed). When an appro- 
priation is made for the regimental fund of a regiment, the 
headquarters of which is in another department, the com- 
manding officer of that department will be notified by the 
department commander in whose command the post is 
situated, of the sum appropriated to the regiment. 

552. The savings arising from an economical use of the 
rations of the company (excepting the savings of flour) will 
constitute the company fund, which will be kept in the 
hands of the commanding officer of the company and dis- 
bursed by him under the direction of a company council (to 
consist of all the officers present with the company) exciu- 
sively for the improvement of the soldiers’ table fare and 
such necessary articles for the company quarters, mess room, 
and kitchen as are not furnished by the supply departments. 
A reeord of the proceedings of the company council will be 
kept by the junior officer present with the company, and, in 
case of a disagreement, the matter will be submitted for the 
decision of the commanding oflicer of the post. 

553. An account of the company fund will be kept by the 
officer in whose hands it is deposited, which will be subject 
to the inspection of the commanding officer of the post and 
regiment and the members of the company council, and 
returns of it, showing, in addition to “ receipts and expendi- 
tures,” the number of rations drawn upon which the savings 
reported were made, will be rendered quarterly to the regi- 
mental commander. After a careful examination of these 
returns at regimental headquarters, an abstract, showing in 
detail.the receipts and expenditures of each company (and 
of the regimental band, when its members have a separate 
mess), will be forwarded to the department commander for 
examination and approval, as directed for post fand accounts. 
When the abstract is finally passed and approved it will be 
tiled at department headquarters. 

556. The purchase from regimental, post, or company 
funds of any article which may be obtained on requisition 
from the supply departments of the Army is forbidden. 

The necessary oil and lamps for the illumination of 
barracks, mess rooms, etc., being provided by the Quarter- 
master’s Department, the purchase thereof from regimental, 
post, or company funds is prohibited.

Fort Leavexworts Scnoo! 
I. The garrison and detailed officers prescribed in G. O. 42, 
of 1881, from these headquarters, having reached Fort 
Leavenworth, the School of Application for Cavalry and In- 
fantry is now declared established. Col. Elwell 8. Otis, 20th 
Infantry, commands the school, snbject to the supervision 
of the department and divi-ion commanders, and is charged 
with the practical instruction of every soldier and officer of 
his command in everything which pertains to Army organi- 
zation, tactics, discipline, equipment, drill, care of men, 
eare of horses, public property, accountability, etc., and 
enerally of every thing which is provided for in Army Regu- 
ations. These must be his first care, and the second is 
‘theoretical instruction,” which ought to precede a commis- 
sion, but is not always the case, viz., reading, writing, 
grammar, arithmetic, geography, algebra, geometry, and 
trigonometry sufficient for the measurement and delineation 
of ground, and such history as every young gentleman 
should be presumed to know ; and, third, the ** science and 
practice of war,” so far as they can be acquired from books. 
II. Under the terms of said general order, and to accom- 
plish the end in view, the General of the Army hereby pre- 
scribes the following rules and course of instruction : 

The subjects for the school are the lieutenants belonging 
to the companies which compose the garrison, and those 
specially detailed from the regiments, making about fifty in 
all. These will, on reporting, be examined by the staff of 
the school, and divided into two classes, the first only re- 
quiri: the higher instruction, as defined above, and the 
second the whole course of two years.

| Il, The General, in thus inaugurating and prescribing 
| this moderate course of instruction at the school at Fort 
| Leavenworth, after reading carefully the admirable report 
of the staff, that of the commanding oiiicer, and the endorse- 
| ments of the department and division commanders, all alike 
aiming to reach the same result—success—is compelled to 
} announce the fundamental military principle that at one 
post there can safely be but one commanding officer. To 
Col. Otis the Government looks to make this a school which 
will prepare future officers and generals. The staff are his 
assistants, and the more faithfully they assist him the 
higher their honor. Out of the experience of a few years 
wil arise a set of regulations better adapted to the future 
than the wisest minds can now prescribe. The General 
believes it is better to attempt little and succeed than too 
much and fail. Therefore be has much curtailed the course 
| of study as advised by the staff; has left much open for ex- 
periment ; and, wishing naught but what will be practical, 
yet reflect honor on the service, he orders as above. 

IV. Col. Otis will from time to time issue all orders neces- 
sary to carry out the plan herein sketched ; will detail from 
his field officers and captains the necessary instructors for 
the several classes, and should these prove unwilling or 
incompetent they will, if possible, be promptly replaced ; 
and he will provide for contingencies as they arise, till a 
simple, logical, and natural plan of regulations become 
practicable and is submitted to the General for approval. 
Should Col, Otis need the services of ofiicers of engineers, 
ordnance, signal, etc., he will apply for them by name, and 
they will be detailed, if practicable. The post of Fort 
Leavenworth is exempted from contributing fifty per cent. of 
its post fand to the regimental funds, and this will consti- 
tute a fund for purchasing professional books and maps for 
the use of the school. 

VY. The rank of the officers concerned is determined by 
law, and cannot be modified or impaired by any thing at 
this school. Yet it is well known that the superior officers 
of the Army are always most willing to advance young offi- 
cers of special zeal, intelligence, and acquirement ; there- 
fore the instructors will keep daily notes of application and 
progress, and about the Ist of January of each year there 
will be a public examination by the commanding officer, the 
staff of the echool, and such detailed officers as have had 
charge of classes, at which examination the clsas will be 
arranged according to general merit, and special mention 
made of each officer who deserves it, a report of which will 
also be made and forwarded to the Adjutant-General of the 
Army for publication aud such use as may hereafter be 
determived.

1691. The per diem of enlisted men employed on extra- 
duty, whether employed as artiticers, teamsters, laborers, or 
on any Other duty whatsoever, and also the hire of civilian 
laborers, will be generally paid from the appropriation for in- 
cidental expenses.

ADVISORY BOARD. 
REPORT OF THE MINORITY OF THE BOARD. 


The undersigned members of the Advisory Board 
being unable in several important particulars to coincide 
with the opinions and views of the members composing 
the majority, and our differences being on professional 
points, we are compelled to state these points of. dis- 
sent, and to give our reasons therefor, as follows : 
ist. We dissent from the weight of armament as- 
signed to the different classes of vessels by the majority, 
and to the principles on which that weight was deter- 
mined, as appeared from the statement on that subject 
read tothe Board by the ordnance committee. The 
weights in question are in excess, caused by the assump- 
tion that they should be a certain percentage of the dis- 
placement of the vessel, a percentage obtained from 
foreign vessels, in which the coal carried was less than 
sufficient for three days maximum steaming, while in 
the vessels of the Board of quite different forms and 
proportions more than doubie this quantity was to be 
carried. No comparison of the weight of armament 
carried by the Board’s vessels is possible with that car- 
ried by foreign vessels of equal displacement but much 
less machinery and coal. The propriety of such a 
method from any point of view is very questionable, 
but, if made, the weight of armaments can only be 
compared for what remains of the displacement of each 
vessel after deducting its weight of machinery and coal; 
consequently any comparison in this respect of the 
Board’s vessels with those of foreign navies of quite 
different design and capabilities has no application. 
With the fallacions comparison of weight of armament 
to displacement, there would follow the irrational con- 
clusion that the greater the speed and’ endurance of the 
vessel, due to a larger hull, more powerful machinery, 
and greater quantity of coal, the more should be the 
armament. in consideration that the highest practica- 
ble speed, and the means of sustaining it for the longest 
practicable time, are the governing ideas in the design 
of the Board’s vessels, and that on these two depends 
essentially their value, it is judicious, in order to in- 
crease these qualities, to decrease the weight of arma. 
ment carried, as well as of spars and all other weights 
not pvecessary to speed; for, to obtain this excessive 
speed, not only large vessels of the classes are required, 
but extremely sharp ones, and this sharpness in additiou 
to the great space occupied by the powerful engines and 
boilers needed, and by the enormous quantity of coal to 
be carried, necessarily reduces the internal capacity of 
the vessel remaining for other purposes in a greater de- 
gree than in the case of vessels of leas speed and endur- 
ance. Hence, it is unavoidable that armament, sail 
power, and crew must be proportionately less than in 
such vessels. 

2d. We dissent from placing a poop cabin on the 13- 
knots single decked sloop of war, as recommended by 
the majority. A poop cabin would increase the com- 
forts of the commanding officer, but at the expense of 
that of all the other officers, whose quarters would con- 
sequently be removed farther aft where the space is less. 
It would prevent the use of a pivot gun at the stern; 
and with boarding of a sea would be dangerous. Its 
weight is very injurious to the nautical qualities of the 
vessel, and it will impede her speed, a very slight reduc- 
tion of which, when the speed is high, involving a large 
expenditure of coal to regain. 

8d. We diseent from, and decidedly object to, the 
second rate 14-knots spar deck vessel recommended by 
the majority. For, taking into consideration that our 
Navy will always be smal! in comparison with those of

dimensions and powerful machinery. Our hitherto 
naval superiority was thus produced ; that is to say, by 
constructing larger and more efticient vessels of cor- 
responding types to those in foreign navies, as was evi- 
dent in 1812, and again in our late war. The size and 
correspondingly great qualities of the vessels we then 
built forced other maritime nations to follow our lead, 
which they admitted, and are doing, notwithstanding 
the excessive cost involved ; and if our superiority is to 
be maintained it must be by progressing further in the 
same direction. 

In modern war vessels the tendency is to increase the 
power of the guns and to reduce their number. If 
foreign nations have perfected artillery beyond our 
powers of improvement, and we can only copy what 
they have devised, then our superiority must be re- 
gained by the designs of our ships, for we know that 
subject is not exhausted, and we must compensate the 
want of superiority in artillery by greater speed and 
more endurance at sea. This will entail larger and 
faster vessels at necessarily greater cost, but the de- 
sired supremacy will be maintained. Hence, our ves- 
sels to be built of the different classes must be an ad- 
vance on any existing ones of the same Clusses in any 
mavy, and lave greater speed. The complaint now 

mace of our vessels is their want of speed, which is the 
fault constantly found with those sent abroad, exposing 
the Navy to the mortification of inferiority in this most 
important particular, and to certain disadvantages on 
al! real service. 

The second rate 14 knots spar deck ship recommended 
by the majority is, in every way, inferior to the first 
rate 15 knots spar deck ship adopted by the Board. 

From the general principles of naval architecture, the 
smaller vessel must have relatively more beam and 
much greater resistance than the larger vessel of the 
same type, and be its infericr in speed, endurance, nau- 
tical qualities, and in accommodation for an admiral 
and his staff, the additional personnel to be provided 
for being thirty-four in number. The same cost, ma- 
terials, and displacement in the form of a single deck 
vessel would have a speed and endurance very nearly 

equal to that of the large 15 knots spar deck vessel, 

and of course be greatly superior in these qualities to 

the second rate 14 knots spar deck ships recom mended 
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by the majority. The addition of the spar deck to the 
second rate ship of that type increases the weight of 
the machinery and lessens the quantity of coal carried. 
Foreign navies have numbers of such second rate spar 
deck ships, and the construction of similar ones for 
our Navy would only place us on a line with them—a 
position inferior certainly to that which we ought to 
occupy. 

The difference to our naval prestige in the event of a 
maritime war would be immense, whether the actions 
between ships of the same type were fought on our side 
by first rates of that type or by second rates, as in such 
combats the vessels are compared by types or classes ; 
for instance, in fermer wars, of frigates against frigates, 
sloops of war against sloops of war, etc. 

In place of the second rate 14 knots vessels of the 
spar deck type recommended by the majority, we pro- 
pose to substitute the ship rigged first rates of the single 
deck type, with top gallant forecastle decks extending 
to the foremast, without poop cabins, with speed of 14 
knots, and with much superior coal carrying capacity. 

The speed of 14 knots, referred to, is the average 
speed of the vessel at sea for the maximum power the 
machinery can develop. In smooth water the speed 
will be 15 knots.

Of this type of vessel we consider our unarmored fleet 
should be mainly composed. The machinery will con- 
sist of a horizontal back action compound engine, com- 
posed of three steamn-jacketed cylinders of small dimen- 
sions with an independent cut-off valve on each cylinder, 
surface condensation, and independent rotary circulating 
pump; and of two groups of cylindrical boilers, each 
group containing six boilers with an independent tele- 
scopic chimney, making two chimneys in all. The 
boilers will have cylindrical furnaces, above which the 
tubes are arranged, and will have strength for a work 
ing steam pressure of 90 pounds per square inch above 
the atmosphere. The screw will be four-bladed and 
fixed; that is to say, cannot be lifted out of the water 
when the vessel is under sail alone. The armament 
will be two guns of 8 inches, and twelve of 6 inches. 
This battery of our proposed 14 knots single-deck vessel 
is three-fourths of that of the 14 knots spar-deck ship 
recommended by the majority; and, as regards space 
for berthing the crew, the reduction in the number of 
men required by the present system of determining the 
crew, Owing to the reduction of sail surface due to the 
sharpness of the vessel, and to the adoption of breech- 
loading guas, steam capstans, and other mechanical 
appliances in connection with the long top-gallant fore- 
castle deck provided, allows ample berthing accommo- 
dation for as large a crew as is needed. 

4th. We dissent from the recommendation of the 
majority that five rams be immediately constructed. 
In the complete absence of experience with this kind of 
vessel, not more than one should be built, and that for 
experimental purposes. 

5th. We dissent from the statement in the report of 
the majority that ‘‘It is the experience of foreign 
navies, up to the present time, that any type of iron- 
clad vessels introduced becomes so inferior as to be 
almost obsolete for general purposes in a period of 
about ten years.” We kuoow of no facts presented to 
the Board, or otherwise derived, to justify such an 
opinion, and consider it erroneous and misleading. The 
European iron-clads ten years old and older are exceed- 
ingly efficient, and compose the real strength of their 
navies. The types vary within very narrow limits, the 
differences being mainly in thickness of armor carried, 
every increase of which, involving lerger vessels, causes 
the maximum to be quickly reached, owing to the diffi- 
culty and cost of constructicn. We wish to express 


! 
decidedly the opinion that a modern navy must consist 
essentially of powerful iron-clads, and the constant ten- 
dency in their design has been to approximate them 
more and more to machines, and to depart farther and 
farther from ships of the unarmored type. Unarmored 
vessels cannot be properly considered as fighting | 
machines, although they carry a respectable armament ; 
but as the great maritime powers have, and always will 
have, many unarmored cruisers in their navies, ours 
could successfully encounter themin war; their war 
capability, however, would be limited to such encoun- | 
ters, and they would be compelled to fly the presence 
of all foreign iron-clads, even these of the least dimen- | 
sions and thinnest armor. |

THE QUESTION OF STEEL OR IRON. 
6th. We dissent from the opinien of the iajority | 
that the material for the hulls of the vessels proposed, 
except those of the 10-knots gunboats, should be o 
steel. We recommend iron instead of steel, and we do 
this after a careful comparison of the merits of the twa. 

The term ‘ steel,” as applied to the material used under | 
that name for shipbuilding, is a misnomer, as it has 
none of the physical qualities of steel; it will not 
temper, is deficient in clasticity, and is simply a high 
quality of iron made at greatly increased cost from cast 

ingots instead of by the puddling process. It originated 
in Great Britain, owing to the low quality of shipbuild 

ing iron manufactured there, which has about one- 
fourth less tensile strength than the iron manufactured 
in the United States. Owing to the great difference in 
the quality of the British and United States iron, the 
comparison between the respective merits of British 
iron and this socalled steel, has no application to 
United States iron. In recognitiou that the shipbuild- 
ing material called steel is not properly so named, the 
term ‘‘ mild steel” has been applied to it merely for the 
sake of distinction. 

This mild steel, as now manufactured in Great 

3ritain for shipbuilding, has a tensile strength of 28 
tons per square inch of sectiva when unannealed, but if 
annealing be necessary, which is frequently the case, 
this strength falls to 25 tons. It can be made of much 
higher tensile strength, but in that case its lessened mal- 
leability, ductility, and toughness, and its increased 
brittleness, renders it unfit for the purpose in question. 
Although the tensile strength of this material is as above 
stated, its shearing strength is only from 23 to 24 tons 
per square inch of section, offering a marked contrast 
in that respect to wrought iron whose shearing strength 
is about equal to its tensile strength. 
In Great Britain the best merchantable iron for ship- 
building has a tensile strength of about 20 tons per 
square inch, and its inferiority to mild steel in strength 
is so marked that the inducement there to use the latter 
is very great ; nevertheless, owing to the uncertainty 
both in the supply and in the quality of the mild steel, 
and to its enormous excess of cost, only a small per- 
centage of the vessels constructed in Great Britain have 
been or are being made of it. In fact, the last and 
eatest transatlantic steamship built there is of iron. 
n that country, where the manufacture of this kind of 
muterial has been perfected to the highest degree, and 
competition has reduced its cost to the lowest limit, 
mild steel of the various dimensions employed in ship- 
building costs about 50 per centum per pound more 
than iron. The workmanship is also greatly more diffi- 
cult and costly. ‘The rivet holes in mild steel must be 
drilled—not punched, as in irou—because the injury to 
the steel is much greater by punching than to the iron. 
If the steel be punched the joint of the plates is largely 
weakened, Notwithstanding, therefore, the difference 
in strength between mild steel and British shipbuilding 
iron, and the consequently somewhat lighter steel hull, 
it is still a moot question in Great Britain whether the 
advantages of steel over iron are sufficiently great to 
warrant its substitution for the latter; especially when 
the far greater currodibility of steel is taken into con- 
sideration, and the necessity for a certain thickness for 
stiffness irrespective of tensile strength. If this be the 
case in that country, where the tensile strength of the 
best shipbuilding iron is only 20 tons per square inch, 
and the cost of mild steel a minimum, how much 
stronger is the presumption in favor of iron in this 
country, which produces the finest merchantable iron 
in the world, with a tensile strength of 25 tons per 
square inch, and in which the manufacture of the 
proper mild steel for shipbuilding being unknown, its 
cost would be a maximum. 

We assume that the great national vessels proposed 
are to be constructed of materials manufactured in the 
United States, aud not imported from Great Britain. 
Before these vessels could be constructed of this mild 
steel, the manufacture of that material would have to 
be created in this country; enormous plant at corres- 
pondingly great cost, requiring much time to make and 
put in successful operation, would have to be obtained 
aud workmen would have to be educated to its use ; 
also, as there is now no demand for this kind of steel 
for shipbuilding inthe United States, the cost of educa- 
ting the workmen and creating the plant to produce 
it would have to be entirely borne by the few naval 
vessels that might be constructed of it. Should mild 
steel be insisted on for the huils of these vessels, the 
contracts for it would probably fall into the hands of a 








costs, besides furnishing the advantage of a pro rata 
lighter hull. But the weights of iron and steel in the 
hull are by no means inthe above ratio. The weak- 
est part of the structure are the joints, and the strength 
of the whole is measured by the strength of the weak- 
est part. The strevgth of the joint is largely influenced 
by the shearing strength per square ioch of the rivets 
uniting the plates, and, if steel rivets be used, that 
strength is only from 23 to 24 tons per square inch or 
less than that of first quality iron, so that rivets of the 
latter material are nearly always used. Hence, a very 
serious reduction of the ratio of 25 to 28 must be made, 
probably reducing the weights of iron and steel em- 
ployed in the hull to the proportion of 264 to 28, were 
both metals of the same specific gravity. In confirma- 
tion of this important fact that the strength of the 
joints of mild steel plates and of the joints of our first 
quality iron plates are very nearly the same, may be 
mentioned that the regular engineering practice is to 
give for cylindrical boilers of equal strength about the 
same thickness to the plates of both materials. A still 
further reduction of the above ratio of 264 to 28 must 
now be made for the steel’s greater specific gravity of 
not less than 24 per centum over that of iron, so that 
the ratio becomes 26.5 to 27.3, leaving the steel portions 
of the hull only 3 per centum lighter than if made of 
iron. As the mild steel is much more corrodible than 
the iron, an additional thickness must be given to it in 
order that it may have equal durability in the hull. 
When a proper allowance for this is made there results 
that, practically, for hulls of equal value and durability, 
the weights must te substantially the same, whether 
constructed of British mild steel or of first-class Ameri- 
can iron. 

At the utmost, the substitution of steel for iron can 
apply to not more than three-fourths of the metallic 
portion of the bull. In the remaining metallic portion, 
the thickness of the material is determined by the rig- 
idity rather than by the strength, and would thus be 
the same for both iron and steel. A large portion of 
the weight of the hulls of the proposed vessels is of 
wood, such as the decks, the linings, the external 
sheathing, etc., so that any difference of weight be- 
tween iron and steel applies to only a portion of the 
hull, and not to the entire hull. 

These important national vessels, which, if properly 
designed and constructed, will, with insiguificant repair, 
ast for over half a century, must have not only strength 
enough, but rigidity enough, and thickness of material 
enough, to allow of considerable determination without 
impairing their efficiency below the limit requisite for 
service. 

7th. We dissent from the report of the ma- 
jority in its omission to state what we consider is 
very important to be known by the department in con- 
nection with the design of these vessels. It is that, 
uwing to the greatly less depth of water at the entrance 
of our harbors and rivers than at the entrance of the 
great European harbors, and to the inferior steam pro- 
ducing qualities of the anthracite used as fuel in our 
vessels, to those of the semi-bituminous coal used in 
the vessels of European navies, no comparisons of our 
vessels either in form or dimensions, or of our machine- 
ry either in relation to power produced relatively to 
quantity of boiler or to weight of fuel consumed per 
hour, can be made with the vessels and machinery of 
European navies. Our vessels must be adapted solely 
to our peculiar conditions, and servile imitation can 
have no part in their design. Owing to our want of 
protected coaling facilities abroad, our cruisers must 
necessarily carry more coal than the vessels of other 
navies which are military coaling stations; for, during 
war, they will have to remain longer out of port, cruise 
more in the open sea, and be farther from the base of 
supplies. Nor have we the colonies to protect, nor the 
difficult commercial relations to maintain, with barbar- 
ous and half civilized nations that the great maritime 
powers of Europe have, and which make certain classes 
of vessels in their navies useful for such purposes, per- 
haps, but which have no analogues in ours. 

In the matter of weight of machinery for equal pow- 
er, our vessels are at a great disadvantage comparably 
with those of European navies, owivg to the fact that 
our fuel is slow burning anthracite, while theirs is 
rapidly burning semi-bituminous coal. The rate of com- 
bustion in the two cases compares about as 1 to 12-8; 
consequently, toobtain an equal weight of steam in equal 
time, we have practically to give at least 50 per centum 
more boiler; the quantity of stea:n produced being in a 
less ratio than the rapidity of the combustion, because 
the economic vaporization is less at the higher than at 
the lower rate. Besides this, the anthracite contains 
about one and two-thirds times the retuse of the semi-bi- 
tuminous coal. The greater labor,consequently, of clean- 
ing authracite fires per ton of coal consumed, requires 
more firemen than in the case of semi-bituminous coal ; 
and less power is produced per ton. Thus, for equal 
powers developed, the fuel burnt in our vessels requires 
more boiler, more coal, and more firemen than the fuel 
burnt in Europeaa navies. f ; 

The advantages of anthracite over semi-bituminous 
coal are freedom from dust and smoke; both important 
in a war vessel, but particularly the latter. They have, 
however, to be paid for in the enormous excess of boiler 
required. So strongly marked is the inferiority of an- 
thracite in this respect, that none of the transatlantic 





few middlemen or speculators, who, instead of having 
it manufactured here, would import it, while receiving 
for it an excessive price, based on what would be the 
great cost of its manufacture here. Under these cir- 
cumstances no reasonable approximation can be made 
of the increased cost of our vessels if built of mild 
steel instead of iron, but evidently the increase would be 
very great. 

It may be supposed by those who are practically un- 
acquainted with the subject, that the weights of the 
same hull made of our iron and of mild steel would be 
in the ratio of the 25 and the 28 tons of tensile 
strength, respectively, and that this difference in the 
weights would correspondingly teud to equalize the 





| steamers voyaging to our ports use it for their return 
| trips, prvi a its cost per ton is fully one-third less. 
| They prefer to pay this greater price rather than submit 
| to the disadvantage of either loss of speed or larger 
boilers. A resolute attempt was made a few years 
| since to burn anthracite in the British navy, but, al- 
though supported by the whole power of the admiralty, 
| which appeared deeply interested in a favorable result, 
| the failure was complete. The vessels, with their in- 
suilicient boilers for that fuel, could not make even 
| mediocre speed, and the attewpt had to be abandoned, 


though most uawillingay. 
The small drawght of water of our naval vessels, com- 
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parably with those of European navies having similar 
dimensions, places our machinery at a marked disad- 
vantage in the less height available for it below the 
water line, thereby requiring a greater length of vessel 
for its accommodation, and the same cause compels a 
greater length of vessel to be taken for stowing an equal 
quantity of coal. Thus no proper parellel is possible be- 
tween our vessels and those of foreign navies having so 
much greater draught of water. 
The more disadvantageous conditions to be encoun- 
tered, aud the greater difficulties to be overcome, as 
above described, in designing the vessels and machinery 
of our Navy, if not recognized by others, are of the 
deepest consequence to naval constructors and engi- 
neers, by whom that designing has to be done, and 
should be understood by all.

The foregoing ‘‘dissents” from the report of the 
majority are purely technical and in our special profes- 
sions, and in no way militate against the necessity for 
increasing the number of vessels in the Navy. The 
need for additional vessels is pressing, and appropria- 
tions for them should be made at once; for without 
such addition we shall soon cease to have even the sem- 
blance of a Navy.

6UPPLEMENTARY REPORT. 
Wasuineaton, D. C., Nov. 26, 1881. 


Sir: We have the honor to acknowledge the receipt 
of the department’s letter of the 18th instant, returning 
our minority report as members of the Advisory Board, 
with instructions to restrict our communication to sim- 
ply stating dissents from the report of the majority, 
with our reasons therefor, and calling our attention to a 
naval regulation that ‘‘ reports shall be signed by all the 
concurring members, and to have appended over their 
signatures the reasons of dissenting members.” 

e knew of this regulaiion as regards surveys in 
navy-yards and ships, on small objects of little value, 
but had not supposed it of application to so important a 
subject as an increase of the vessels of the Navy, in- 
volving an expenditure of over $30,000,000, and were 
under the impression we were furthering the wishes of 
the department in giving our opinions and the support- 
ing facts in extenao. e have now, however, endea- 
vored to comply with the directions of the department's 
letter, and herewith present our ‘‘dissents” in strict 
conformity with the orders received. 

The difference between the majority and minority re- 
ner was wholly on technical matters. but the points 

rom which we dissented and stili dissent are such that 
we could not, as professional men, sanction by either 
acquiescence or silence. They do not in any way mili- 
tate against the objects of the department in calling an 
Advisory Board, but, in our opinion, further them by 
presenting additional arguments, and exhibiting the 
subject in a different light. 

he department, in iis letter, seems to be under the 
impression that we objected to a vessel not recom- 
mended by the majority. This is a misapprehension ; 
we made no objection to any such vessel, but we did 
and do object to the second-rate 14 knots spar deck 
ship recommended by the majority, and for that objec- 
tion we gave our reasous, which we still, after careful 
reconsidceratiun, believe to be sound and proper. The 
majority of the Board directed the constructors and en- 
gineers to prepare the programme of a vessel according 
to certain conditions imposed, which was done, and in 
a manner that fulfilled the object desired by the majori- 
ty; we, however, not oy | did not approve any such 
vessel, but objected to it throughout. We had already 


adopted, in conjunction with the majority, the best 
vessel of the type referred to, and we were opposed to 


namely, that of poop-cabins, seems also to have arisen 
from misapprehension. The question of poop-cabins 
could only apply to single-deck vessels, and we are not 
aware that any cne proposed them for spar-deck vessels. 
With regard to the nomenclature of the vessels recom- 
mended in our minority report, to which exception is 
taken, we would explain that we used only the regular 
professional terms, as they have the advantage of being 
descriptive of the kind of vessels to which they were 
applied; but we have new changed them in compliance 
with the department's order, and refer to the vessels by 
their intended speed.

**Ocean Lanes” was discussed. Lieut. F.S. Bassett, U. 8. N., 
read a short paper reviewing the history of the movement, 
first due to the suggestions of Hon. R. B. Forbes, after the 
disastrous loss of the Arctic in 1854, and alluding to the 
labors of Maury, and the many letters and articles from the 

ms of Mr. Archibald, Consu! at New York; Capt. Shach- 
ord, of the steamer J//inois ; Capt. Mackay, and the editors 
of the Army anp Navy Journat, Nautical Magazine, Gazette, 
and others. Particular stress was laid on the necessity of 
obviating the many collisions, missing vessels, etc., con- 
stantly increasing in the open sea. It was argued that the 
lanes laid down by Maury should be widened to 60 miles, and 
might probably have to be removed southward. The plan 
of Capt. Mackay, for a lane for sailing vessels, was not well 
thought of. 

Lieut. E. T. Strong, U. 8. N., followed with a short paper, 
in which he called attention to the necessity for some pre- 
ventive measures to avoid collisions and other disasters; the 
importance of such measnres to the steamer and sailing 
vessels; detailed the tracks of traneatlantic steamers; referred 
tothe growing amount of traffic and increased speed of 
steamers, and their bearing on the subject; reviewed Maury's 
lanes, and advised a wider track, making it 60 miles; re- 
viewed and answered some of the objections to lanes, and 
advised Government legislation and international agreement 
establishing separate tracks for steamers in the Atlantic. 

Master R. Platt, U. S. N., endorsed the ideas of the former 
speakers, believed in the lanes, anc detailed some of his ex- 
periences with steamers in the Atlantic, going to show the 
dangers of unrestricted navigation. 

Lieut. J. C. Soley believed that Government aid was not 
practicable; that we could and should require the steamer 
companies to arrange it themselves. He referred to the ex- 
perience of steamers during the past year, showing that their 
needs, etc., favored the lanes of Maury. He belioved that 
electric lights should be adopted, and that they would go far 
towards preventing collisions, ete. 

The secretary read a communication from Hon. R. B. 
Forbes, in which he favored the proposition of Capt. Mackay, 
establishing a neutral ground for sailing vessels between the 
steamer tracks. regarding it as a compromise. He recom- 
mended the variation of the time, conforming to the great 
circle in summer and to the lanes in winter. 

Further remarks were made on the subject by Civil Engr. 
White, and Lieuts. Bassett and Strong, reiterating and en- 
dorsing what had been said.

SURVIVORS OF THE JEANNETTE. | 


Tue N. Y. Herald publishes a despatch from Paris, 
Feb. 2d, giving the following important despatch re- 
ceived that morning direct from Lieutenant Danen- 
hower at Irkutsk : 


Our three boats left Semenowsky Island on the morning 
of September 12, bound for Barkin, ninty-five miles distant. 
We got clear of the ice at noon. There was tben a heavy 
gale from the northeast and the boats dispersed. During 
the night the captain's boat, which was loaded deeply, Jost 
her masts and sails. We made land onthe evening of the 
17th in shallow water. The boat was abandoned two miles 
from the beach, and our party waded and reached the 
deserted village of Sagapp. We cached the log-books and 
proceeded south on September 19. 

Lieutenant De Long's Icst record, which we have found, 
reads as follows : 

“Saturpay, October 1, 1881. 

** Fourteen of the officers and men of the Jeannetfe reach- 
ed this hut on Wednesday, Sept. 28, and, having been forced 
to wait for the river to freeze over, are proceeding to cross to 
the west side this morning on their journey to reach some 
settlement on the Lena River. I have two days’ provisions, 
but having been fortunate enough thus far to get game in 
our pressing needs, we bave no fear for the fatare. Our 

arty are all well except Hans Erichsen, whose toes have 
neon amputated in consequence of frost-bite. Other records 
will be found in several huts on the east side of the river, 
along which we have come from the north. 
“Geonce W. De Lona.” 

Three other records bave been found. Erichsen died on 
October 7. The party were in great distress for want of 
food. Nords and Nondemann were sent ahead for relief on 
October 9. They marched south for fifteen deys and were 
fonnd in a starving condition on October 24 by three natives, 
who took them to a settlement. They conld not make them- 
selves understood. News of them reached us on October 29. 
An immediate search was commenced and the party were 
traced to a wilderness on the west bank of the Lena. 
Natives refused further work, aud aretarn to Bolonenga was 
necessary to gt Rneslan assistance on November 28. A 
large force is now searching, having to dig out everything, 
as the ground is deeply covered with snow. The wilderness 
is devoid of game. Very prompt aud efficient action was 
taken by the Russians, Every effort is being made. Jack 
Cole is tranquil to-day. He is violent only at times, He has 
softening of the brain. My left eye is ruined and my right 
one is badly impaired. The other men are all well.

** Danenhower reports : ‘ put on sick-list on account of my 
eyes ; one is ruined, the other is nearly well. Melville has 
been put in command ; he ordered me here. He knows the 
ground and will make a useful summer search.’ ”

A despatch tothe London Standard, from St. Peters- 
burg, Jan. 30, says : 

A telegram from Irkutsk, dated Saturday, states that 
Lieut. Danenhower's party was expected to arrive there on 
Sunday, and would be forwarded to St. Petersburg. Engi- 
neer Melville, who has left for the mouth of the Lena to re- 
sume the search for Commander De Long, is furnished with 
stores to last until July. Two Russian officials accompany 
him to assist in the organization of search parties. 

Secretary Hunt, Jan. 23, telegraphed to the Navy 
Department agents abroad to pay all drafts drawn by 
the Jeannette survivors.

Their instructions wil! in- 
clude orders to spare neither effort nor expense in the prose- 
cution of the work assigned them. Lieutenant Harber is 
now in command of the torpedo-boat Alarm at the Navy- 
yard, Washington. Master Scheutze is on leave in St.

Secretary Hunt mailed letters of instruction to Lieut. Ber- 
ry. The Secretary transmits all the information obtained in 
reference to the steamer /eannetle, and instructs Lieut. Ber- 
ry that if he feels that he can do anything in the premises or 
cau be of any service whatever to the officers and crew of 
the Jeanneite, be is at perfect liberty to direct the future 
movements of the Rodgers accordingly ; but if he cannot he 
is to abandon the expedition and return to San Francisco as 
soon as practicable.

‘of the Superintendent of the Naval Observatory, dated Jan. 
5, and published in the New York Herald of Jan. 7, and to 


report thereon as follows: 

The superintendent of the Naval Observatory quotes at 
length from the New York Herald statements attributed by 
that paper to Professor Cleveland Abbe, and without any 
other basis than that faruished by the article in question, he 
proceeds with an argument to show that I have overstepped 
the limits of my authority in the premises, and he concludes 
by protesting against “my meddling with time service, Fo 
far as the Government is concerned, given heretofore entirely 
to this Observatory.” He proceeds to say: ‘‘ What the Chief 
Sigual Officer proposes is at once indelicate, illegal, and agains t 
official courtesy, end therefore the Superintendent of the 
Observatory respectfully asks that the Honorable Secretary 
of War be requested to inquire of the Cbief Signal Officer by 
what authority of law he acts in the foregoing premises, and 
that if no law can be found that further proceedings on the 
matter be stopped.” 

The words ‘‘in the foregoing premises,” relate, as before 
said, to remarks made bySthe Superintendent upon the basis 
of a newspaper article attributed to one of my assistants, 
and they have no other foundation. I reapectfully submit 
that the Superintendent's letter, based as it is upon my 
alleged intentions, published without my authority, in an 
article which I never saw until after it was printed, is of such 
a character that I caunot reply to it. 

When I have committed some act which trespasses upon 
the duties lawfully committed to the Observatory, I shall be 
able to make a reply. Until then, I respectfully submit to 
the Secretary of War that the complaint ought not to be re- 
ceived, and that I ought not;to be asked to make an 
answer. 

I have neither issued orders nor committed any act inter- 
fering in the slightest degree with the Observatory work, and 
if Admiral Rodgers has good grounds to think that I have.

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COMPULSORY RETIREMENT. 
Tae signatures of more than twelve hundred officers 
of the Army, both of staff and line, appended to com- 
munications urging the passage of a compulsory retire- 
ment bill, must have thoroughly informed Congress of 
the prevailing and almost unanimous sentiment of the 
Army on this subject. But no exertion should be re- 
laxed to press the passage of Mr. Butterworth’s bill. 
We are sometimes asked by officers at a distance what 
the chances of the measure are. We can only say that 
there is a good hope of carrying it through the House 
where it originated ; but we must add that the chances 
are not so favorable in the Senate, and our information 
is that Senator Logan will oppose it, for one. 
The Senate is naturally a more conservative body 
than the House, und slower to make reforms, even 
where their advantage is apparent. It contains, also, 
many old members, some of whom are likely to have 
taken ground against the compulsory measure, when, in 
former years, it was feebly urged, without being clearly 
understood. Above all, Senators are themselves 
near the compulsory retirement age or above it, and 
they may imagine that it would be in a manner a re- 
flection upon themselves to pass a compulsory retire- 
ment act for the Army. 

Of course the analogy on which this reasoning is 
based is wholly false. The difference between the 
duties of a law-maker at Washington and those of a 
soldier on the frontier are so great that it is not neces- 
sary to point them out. Besides, the question is not 
simply that of becoming absolutely unfit for service in 
each individual case ; it is the general principle of fur- 
nishing that fair and wise flow of promotion which 
alone can make the service active, alert and efficient. 


the subject of age has often a strange influence upon 
conduct. We should-say, therefore, that it is very 
desirable to concentrate efforts in favor of the bill upon 
the Senate. 

In the fact that the Navy already possesses the advan- 
tages of compulsory retirement, thereis an unanswerable 
argument for extending these privileges to the Army. Itis 
impossible for Congressmen to urge that the pending 
measure is a new experiment, based on the erroneous 
assumption that every officer who reaches the age of 
sixty-two is incapable of further service. The measure 
is not an experiment, but a tried and approved system, 
whose benefits in the naval service are an ample argu- 
ment for applying it to the military arm; and it is not 
dependent on the assumption just spoken of. 

Again, the necessity of a uniform law of retirement 
for age at 62is evident from the fact that. this retire- 
ment is now by law made discretionary with the Presi- 
dent at that age. This‘law is additional to the one 
which allows an oflicer to request such retirement, at a 
given age. Inother words, the necessity for keeping 
the growth,of the Army vigorous, by retirements for 
age, has already been recognized by the laws of Con- 
gress for nearly twenty years. Compulsory Army re- 
tirement, then, in a limited sense, is already established ; 
but it is a one-sided compulsion—a compulsion of favor- 
itism. The President of the United States is substan- 
tially empowered to withhold this compulsory retire 
ment at his own and sole discretion. The opportunities 
for favoritism, and for the exercise of personal influ- 
ence are obvious. How vastly inferior is such asystem 
to the one prevailing in the Navy, where no invidious 
distinctions are made, but all go, at the age fixed 
by Congress, upon the retired list, without any power 
of the President to stay,the operation of the law for a 
favored individual. We have in former articles spoken 
of the case of Brigadier-General E. O. C. Ord, 
as illustrating this feature of the existing law. 
Av officer of high command and brilliant  ser- 
vices during the rebellion, and a favorite through- 
out the Army, he suffered a compulsory retirement 
for age, at the hands of President Hayes. The sense of 
grievance which he felt was not that of being retired, 
but of being retired while older officers remained on the 
active list. We ask Senators why this sense of in- 
justice, this tacit reproach, this invidious selection, should 
be suffered to vex and cloud the closing days of a brave 
and useful officer's life? Besides, the present law puts 
it in the power of a President, when he wishes to elevate 
a junior officer, to suddenly pounce upon one particular 
veteran of 62, or more, whose removal! will accomplish 
this end, pluck him out of his place, and put him on 
the retired list, while leaving other and older officers in 
active service. The truth is that uniformity iu this law 
of retirement for age is the only one whick can be im 
partial and just to those affected, independently of the 
general good of the Service. 

If the pending bili becomes a law, in a few years 
everything will be adjusted to it. Officers will ap- 
proach the retiring age with a full knowledge of what 
it is to bring them, and all through the Service persona! 
provision will be made, and official assignments to duty 
arranged, with a view to the exigencies of the law. We 
hear no murmurs of hardship from this causein the 
Navy, and there will be none in the Army. The only 
difficulty in the matter is in making the start. At 
any particular moment, there are always a few whowill 
be affected by the law. But unless a start is made at 
some time, the present destructive system will continue. 

In England, the same question has come up, and 
Gen. J. B. Fry, himself a retired officer, and hence be- 
yond apy imputation of personal advancement to be 
derived from his own views in favor of compulsory re- 
tirement, has, 1n a recent paper, given this account of 
it: ‘In 1876, a Royal Commission, composed of em- 
inent Soldiers and civilians, was appointed to inquire into 
the best means of making adequate provision for main- 
taining a fair rapidity of promotion throughout the 
British army. The benefits of voluntary or compulsory re- 
tirement were exhaustively considered. The opinious of 
officers of every grade, many of them military experts, 
were taken, antl the widest range of discussion per- 
mitted and encouraged. The Commission in due season 
arrived at the unanimous conclusion that unless some 
system of compulsory retirement, not only in the higher 
but the lower grades, should be adopted, the efficiency 
of the Army would be destroyed.” Gen. Fry proceeds 
to say that the Commission held that no officer should 
be promoted to a regimental Majority after more than 
twenty years’ service, nor to a Lieutenant-Coloneley 
after more than twenty-seven years’ service, and that 
the periods of twenty and twenty-seven years for com- 
pulsory retirement from the regiment be consistently 
adhered to. In the opiuion of the Commission, after

patient research, retirement at these periods would give 
to the country an assurance that the higher posts in the 
Army would be attained at atimeof life when full 
physical as well as mental vigor might be expected. 
Retiring allowances were advised for the lower grades. 
The Duke of Cambridge said that although he held 
compulsory retirement to be distasteful, ‘‘it was very 
difficult to avoid it.” Brigadier-General Sir John Adye, 
said: ‘It is quite undoubted that you must have com 
pulsory retirement at the top.” And, in fine, as Gen. 
Fry says, ‘‘on the 3d of August, 1877, a Royal Warrant 
was issued embodying the recommendations of the 
Commission on the subject of retirement, and so far as 
we are able to say, the result has been satisfactory.” 
After all, what can be said on the other side of the 
question ? We have at the head of the Army, exempt 
by special enactment from compulsory retirement, those 
famous soldiers General W. T. Sherman and Lieuten- 
ant-General Philip H. Sheridan. Scattered down the 
inferior grades we have hundreds of officers, ranging 
between forty-five and sixty years of age, who have 
had great experience of war on a large scale, as well as 
ef Indian hostilities. They have been regimental, bri- 
gade, division, and some of them even corps and army 
commanders. It is absurd to say that under a retiring 
law we should part with an experience and skill never 
again to be found, for surely if these junior officers, of 
great war experience, are not able to perforin the 


routine duties of higher grades in our little Army in 
time of peace, they are not fit for their commissions. 
And in time of war officers on the retired list can 


always be made available. 
It is even a mistake to speak of the hardships of an 
officer’s retiring at 62, on 3-4ths pay, and with his time 


all hisown. If he be still vigorous enough to do the 
whole duty of a soldier, he will be more than vigorous 
enough for most duties of a civilian, and hence great 
opportunities may be open to him. We spoke of Gen. 
Ord’s retirement; the reports of his movement since 


would indicate that that officer is better off in a pecuni- 
ary sense now than when in the Army, and probably 
he does not regret the act of retirement, except in the 
fact of its apparent invidiousness. We believe, in short, 
that the Army has a strong and just cause ; will not the 
Senate, putting by all unworthy personal considerations, 
give it a fair hearing, and pass the pending bill? 
COFFEE CANTEENS IN THE ARMY. 

We are glad to notice the increased attention to the 
subject of ‘‘ coffee canteens,” and that Gen. Terry, in a 
recent circular, has expressed the hope that post com- 
manders will interest themselves in their early estab- 
lishment. Vancuouver Barracks, in the Department of 
Columbia, we believe, made the first successful effort 
in this direction, under the energetic efforts of Gen. 
Morrow, 21st Inf. Gen. Terry, of the Department of 
Dakota, in November, 1881, took steps to try the system 
at Fort Keogh, Mont., and, in obedience to his orders, 
Asst. Surgeon A. ©. Girard, the post treasurer, sub- 
mitted, under date of Jan. 3, 1882, a report on the 
‘Coffee Canteen, as established at Fort Keogh, M. T., 
in March, 1880, and re-established on the 1st of Decem- 
ber, 1881.” In this report he says: 


The idea is not original with me, and I received the first 
impetus in the matter by an account, in the Army anp Navy 
Journal, of a similar institution established at Fort Van- 
couver by Gen. Morrow. Simultaneously my attention was 
drawn to a like movement at a number of garrisons in the 
British service, countenanced and fostere:l by officers of high 
rank and members of the Royal family. The aim to be at- 
tained was to provide the enlisted men with a cheap substi- 
tute for alechetle liqnora, when the long lapse between 
meals, Jeisure hours, and perhaps the cravings of young 
stowachs demanded an agent to support vitality, assuage 
the appetite, and supplant the habit for alcohol, by a bever- 
age calculated to produce similar effects, without the delete- 
rious consequences of the former. Gen. Morrow’s canteen, 
at Fort Vancouver, supplied the enlisted men with a cup of 


eoffee and a ham sandwich for the small sum of five cents, 


and a similar plan was adopted for the canteen at Keogh in 
March, 1881. But the enlisted mon having to a considerable 
extent disposed of their ready cash, 8 credit system was gs- 
tablished, by which they would be enabled to pay for their 
consumption of coffee the next pay day. 

An account was kept with each man charged with the 
tickets issued. The sales in this manner amounted to about 
200 rations daily, and where formerly the men would congre- 
gate around the trader's bar, they crowded into the coffee 
eanteen. . . . 

The sales for the month of December amounted to 5,065, 
a smaller sale than during the first month of the canteen 
last winter. The reason for this may mainly be found in the 
unprecedented mildness of this winter, and consequent les- 
sened demand for warming liquids. 
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profits by trying to raise a tax for the post fand. The posi- 
tion of the canteen is a confining one, and the money risks 
for an enlisted man sufficiently large to make a wide margin 
desirable. The enlisted man a more for his money than 
he possibly could purchase elsewhere, and the main efforts 
of the officer in charge should be directed towards keeping 
up the size and quality of the ration. 

This report has been delayed in order to test the working 
of the canteon under the new system of management, which 
I believe is the only one consistent with the uses aud regula- 
tions of the Army. At this post the librarian was selected to 
have charge of the canteen, as he happened to be under my 
control, and the library as the place for the same reason. 
Any other place or non-commissioned officer would have 
suited as well. This plan of coffee canteen, purely, is in my 
opinion only feasible at large posts. At medium sized ones, 
a luncheon room with a greater variety of not easily perish- 
able food might increase the profits and make good the losses 
caused by wastage. The credit system is a sine qua non in 
the Army, and no objection can be found to it from a moral 
point of view, if the soldier gets an ample equivalent for his 
outlay, and his physique is benefited with no detriment to 
his morale.

INSTRUCTION FOR STATE TROOPS. 


Tre views expressed in the letter of Gen. Wingate, 
published in last week’s Jovrnat, io relation to a 
school of instruction for National Guard officers, deserve 
the thoughtful consideration of those having at heart 
the improvement of our citizen soldiers. 

General Orders No. 20, of the British army, which 
has recently been issued, provides in a simple way for 
something of the same description. It perinits captains 
and field officers of the auxiliary forces, the volunteers 
and militia, to annually present themselves before the 
boards of the regular army, which assemble at the 
h2adquarters of military districts for examination on 
the basis laid down in the army for promotion to the 
rank of captain, the standard of qualification being .5 
to pass and .75 for special mention. It further 
announces that officers who receive certificates will have 
the letter (t) inserted after their names in the army list. 

The order gives as the subjects of examiuation the 
general functions of infantry, cavalry, and artillery, 
their respective characteristics and weapons, and tactical 
and fighting units, the time and space occupied on 
marches and formations by each, and by the three arms 
combined, the projectiles used by artillery at various 
ranges and against different objects; the measures by 
which armies obtain security and information both on 
marches and at the halt, advance and rear guards, and 
outposts; the various methods of making reconnoi- 
sances, patrolling by cavalry and infantry, screening 
and reconnoitering, the tactical employment of infantry, 
cavalry, and artillery respectively, attack and defence 
by infantry, attack by cavalry and its use dismounted, 
and the position and objective of artillery in attack and 
defence. It also recommends as scurces from which

The number of officers who will avail themselves of 
this opportunity will, it is stated, be larger, and great 
benefit is expected to be experienced from it without 
any expense and but little trouble to the army.

GENERAL Pops, in a recent Court-martial Order, pro- 
mulgating the proceedings, etc., in the trial of a ser- 
geant for various offences, says: ‘‘The facts attending 
the ist specification to this charge, as they appear in 
evidence, are these: The accused addressed a letter, 
through his company commander, to the adjutant of 
his regiment, stating grievances and praying for redress 
under the 30th Article of War. The accused, in ad- 
dition to company duty, was also an acting sergeant ‘ 
major of the pust, while his company commander, who 
was also post commander, did at times attend to com- ° 
pany business at his desk in the office of the comman4- 
ing officer. The accused, aware of this fact, laid his 
communication on this desk where it was found by his 
company commander, who, disregarding the official ad. 
dress of the letter, which fixed it beyond question as a 
company document, insisted on regarding it as wilfully” 
sent in disregard of his office as company Commander, 
and handed it back to the accused, accompanied by a 
reprimand. The fact, however, remains that, by the 
customs of the service, this letter was properly ad- , 
dressed, and, by the custom of the post, properly de- 
livered to the company commander, whose action in 
returning it was tantamount to a refusal to forward it. 
As regards the subject matter of the complaint, the evi- 
dence applies with equal furce to the 3d as tothe 4th 
and 5th specifications to this charge, and the court in 
excepting the allegation of falsehood from these latter, — 
removed every shadow of criminality. The Department 
commander is firmly convinced that the appeals of 
enlisted men for redress under the 30th Article of War 
ought not to be made the basis of charges against them, 
that such a course of action, if generally adopted, . 
would so greatly embarrass their efforts to make their 
grievances known as to greatly neutralize the right 
guaranteed by the 39:h Article ; and thereby iuevitably 
creating a sense of wrong which of itself is always de- 
structive of discipling Therefore, it is that sound 
policy and common fairness alike dictate that their 
complaints be leniently viewed and respectfully con- 
sidered.” 








Iy the 16th volume of the reports of the Court of 
Claims, just published, we find many cases interesting 
to the Army and Navy, among others, those of Major 
Babbitt and Capt. Tyler, heretofore noticed in the 
Journat. Indeed, about one-third of the cases tried 
before this court concern the interests of cither one or 
the other service. In examining those here reported 
we are struck by the umount of laborious investigation 
the learned judges appear to have devoted to the dis- 





covery of facts in military law and usage, which are 
trite and familiar to military men. These are dwelt 
upon with all the satisfaction of or‘ginal discovery, the 
result of infinite pains and labor. Po sibly some of 
this laborious investigation might be saved if the next 
vacancy in the court was filled by the selection of some 
competent lawyer from the Judge Advocate’s depart- 
ment, who would bring to the bench not only know- 
ledge of the common law, but familiarity with the tech- 
nicalities of military Jaw and the usages of military 
courts. Such an appointment might serve also to're- 
lieve the present stagnation in the department, resulting 
from the hopelessness of promction, and which Mr. 
Bingham’s bill (H. R. 1415) is desigued to relieve. 








We referred at the time tothe memorial prepared 
some time ago by J. H. Fillmore and other members of 
the class of ’78, Naval Academy, and forwarded with 
the approval of the Superintendent of the Academy, 
Rear-Admiral Balch, and the Secretary of the Navy, 
Mr. Thompsvn.

The 
average age of our class is now between 22 and 23 years. 
In foreign services the men of the same age hold ranks 
corresponding to those of our ensigas and masters, and 
are entrusted with responsible duties which fit them for 
higher commands.” The midshipmen do uot ask for 
increase of pay, but only that they may be given the 
status of officers. ‘‘ At present,” they say, *‘ we do not 
even receive a salute from enlisted men, a recognition 
to which all officers in all services are entitled by virtue 
of their commissions. We ack that we may receive 
commission as ensigus in order that we may hold the 
assimilated rank with the officers of the Army and of 
foreign services to which our age and length of service 
should entitle us, and that we inay be allowed to per- 
form duties and assume responsibilities for which our 
aze and training fit us.”

Iw the Jovrenat of January 7 we referred to a car- 
riage wheel, invented by Capt. 5. B. M. Young, 8th U. 
6. Cavalry, then being examined by a board of officers 
at Fort Leavenworth, Kas. Since then we learn that 
the board has made a very favorable report and recom- 
mended that the Ordnance Department prepare some 
sets made for trial with field artillery. The principle 
of Capt. Younug’s invention is that ‘‘ the wheel is forced 
into the tier, which is held to its place by a V-shaped 
ridge, on the face of a metal box on the outer end of 
the spoke, which fits accurately into a A-shaped 
groove in the centre of the inside of it. The fellies be- 

ing only half the length of those now in use, are very 
slightly cross-grained, and. having no holes to receive 
the spokes, are double the strength. The shrinkage 
longitudinally in the spokes and fellies would be almost 
imperceptible, and the shrinkage, laterally, would not 
materially reduce the strength of the wheel during an 
ordinary trip. Any average intelligent teamster can be 
taught in two hours how to set up a new wheel or to 
repair a damaged one on the road (using another wheel 
as a platform).”

covered from the owners of the vessel which did such 
terrible mischief. Unfortunately, she could never be 
found in any one of our ports, so that she could not be 
libelled.

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PUNISHMENTS IN THE NAVY. 

It will be seen by the official report, which follows, 
of the board of naval officers appointed by the Secre- 
tary to investigate the cause of the death of Thomas 
Duncan, the carpenter of the Portsmouth, that bis fall was 
not occasioned by his having been punished by long confine- 
ment on bread and water. It had been freely rumored that 
the remains of Duncan would be exhumed and subjected to 
an autopsy, in order to find oui tho facts. But the facts 
brought out before the Board were such thit they did not 
consider an autopsy necessary, though the telegraph reports 
that one has since been ordered by the Secretary, tho result 
of which is that Surgeon-Geveral Wales reports “ that the 
heart was the seat of extensive fatty degeneration and en- 
largement of long slanding ; that the aorta was dilated into 
an aneurism, which had burst, causing immediate death by 
hemorrhage. The diseased condition of the parts shows 


clearly that death was imminent, and that its occurrence did 
not depend upon the puuishment that had been inflicted.” 
The report has been approved by the Secretary, and is a com- 
plete exoneration of the oflicers of the Portsmouth. 


Those who, on the first statement of the affair, held the 
commanding officer or other officers of the Purtsmouth 
responsible for this seaman’s death, did so probably on the 
ground that he was sent into the rigging when he was too 
weak to maintain his footing. The testimony shows, how- 
ever, that he had already been discharged from confinement 
two days boforo, expressed himsvlf duriug those two days, 
to his shipmates, as being perfectly well, and walked several 


hours aud skylarked the day before his death. All the 
witnesses why» were called, aud a general notice to appear 
and testify wis given, said that they did not believe Dun- 
can's death to be caused by confinement on bread and water. 
It was, in fact, far more probab!e, even before the investiga- 
tion, that Duncan fell from disease of the heart or apoplexy, 
than from weakness through insufficient diet. 

Nevertheless, we should not be surprised if this incident 
led eventually to the abolition of the practice of 
punishment on bread and water. This punishment is 


authorized by statute, and is a very common one in the 
Navy. But we are of the impression that the present head 
of the Navy Department is far from being an advocate of it, 
and that he has often expressed himself a3 opposed to it. 
He seldom, {however, has an opportunity of carrying his 
views into practical effect by remitting such sentences, where 
the courts have awarded them. By the time the records 
reach the Department, especially from distant stations, the 
senteuce has been carried ont. 

The Secretary is probably right. Solitary confinement 
ought to be suflicient, unless it is held to be necessary for 
the health of a prisoner, under such conditions, to keep him 
02 a low diet. But a low diot is different from a bread and 
water one. It does not seem to be good policy to compel a 
man tolive lightly four days and then aliow him to fill 
himself on the fifth. 

The service will eventually have to reform in two or three 
respects in the matter of puvisbments. The bread and 
water penalty is one; the use of irons, when not necessary 
for the safety of a prisoner, is another; a third, the taking 
away of money already earned ; and a fourth, the forfeiting 
of a greater amount of pay than that duea sailor for the 
time of confinement. whe», not rendering any service to the 
Government, he is i toany pay.

As our seamen in intelligence, and a better class 


seek the service, the system of punishment mnst be changed 
Trons, bread and water, forfeiture of money actually earned, 
must give way to other punishments not so severe, but 
equally effective ia coutrolling the improved class of men in 
the service.

In obedience to your order of the 26th of January, ap- 
pointing us a board to investigate the causes, etc., of the 
death of Thomas Duncan (carpenter and calker) which 
occurred on board the U. 8. 8. Portsmouth, the 23d of Janu- 
ary, 1882, we beg leave to report as follows : 

That on Monday morning, the 23d of January, between 8 
and 9 o'clock, ll hands were called to air bedding on the 
Portsmouth, and that in obedience to the general order given to 
trice up bedding, Thomas Duncan, with others, went up the 
port main rigging of the Portsmoutha short distance to 
secure his hammock there, aud, while in the rigging, for 
some cause which the board has not been able to determine, 
he fell from the rigging, struck either the Portsmouth or the 
Frolic, or both, (the ships being alongeide each other) and 
fell into the water between them, sinking at least once, 
and was then caught by Frank Moore (boatsman’s mate) 
who had jumped overboard and who held him until he was 
placed on the catamaran and hauled on board the Frolic. 

That Duncan died before he reached the deck, and that 
his death was caused by the blows received in his fall, or 
from drowning or from both causes ; the board being unable 
to determine definitely from the statements made by 
witnesses and from the examinations of Surgeons Drennan 
and Marmion, made directly after the body was brought on 


That Dunsan was confined on the Ist day of January, hay- 
ing been sentenced by a summary court-martial to be con- 
fined for thirty daye, without irons, on bread and water— 
full ration every fifth day. 

That the sentence was duly approved by the proper authori- 
ties, and that the senior medical officer on board the Ports- 
mouth gave his certificate in writing that he believed the’ 
sentence could be carried out without material ge to 
Thomas Duncan (this being in accordance wiih Naval :egu- 
lations.) 

Further, that the sentence as given was carried out for 
twenty-one days, the additional privilege being givea of one 
hour's exercise in the sunlight every day, and that on the 2st 
day the sentence was remitted, and Duncan was discharged 
from confinement two days before his death. That during 


the confinement, which was in the place of confinement duly | 
provided on board the Portsmouth, until the 18th day of | 
January, and then on the Frolic, no complaints were made 

by the said Duncan, excepting abont a cough which was 

treated and relieved by the apothecary. 

That said Duncan, after his release, expressed himeelf to 
several of the crew on Saturday, the 2ist, and Sunday, the 
22d, of feeling perfectly well; that no complaints were made 
by Duncan to anyone, and that he did not present himself 
to the surgeon at any sick call on Saturday or Sunday; that 
to his shipmates he appeared strong and able; that he 
walked the deck several hours on Sunday afternoon, and 
engaged in skylarking Sunday night. 

The board does not find that tbe death of Thos. Duncan 
was caused directly or indirectly from any confinement 
which he had undergone, and furthermore, we find that if 
the said Duncan had desired from any weakness to have been 
excused from going up the rigging, or to have had any one 
secure his hammock for him, he could readily have done so, 
it being a common practice in the service, and on board the 
Portsmouth. 

The board has carefully examined every person it could 
find who could throw any light on the subject, and general 
notice was given to all persons on the Portsmouth to sppear 
and testify. Every witness calied was asked this question: 
** Do you believe the death of Thomas Dnncan was caused in 
any way by his confinement on bread and water?” The 
reply invariably was: ‘‘ No, sir; I do not.”

RECONSTUCTING THE NAVY. 


The following is in substance the report of the House 
Naval Committee on the bill H. R. 8838, providing for 
a permanent construction fund forthe Navy. Aftera 
brief introduction stating the previous legislation on 
this bill, the committee say : The bill, if adopted, will, 
we think, secure four very important results. 





ist. It will enable the Secretary of ‘the Navy to. dis- 
pose of, in the most advantageous manner and without 
drawing upon appropriations made by Congress for 
other purposes, the great accumulation of old worn out 
and worthless naval vessels, and old and coudemied 
stores and materials now on hand, which for years 
past have been utterly useless for naval purposes, and 
which have cost for storage, guarding, etc., very large 
sums of money. . 

2d. It will put.au end to a practice often questioned 
heretofore, but as old as the Navy itself, of making 
use of the name of some old vessel utterly worn-out 
and unworthy to remain in service, and portions of her 
frame, and building an entire new vessel, often on en- 
larged and completely different models from old. ~ 

3d. It will put the duty of authorizing the construc- 
tion of new vessels of war wholly in the hands of Con- 
gress, where it belongs, and will, we think, enable Con- 
gress to act more intelligently in regard tothe Navy, 
and will even compel that body to take upon itself re- 
sponsibilities which are now unjustly thrown upon the 
Secretary of the Navy and upon the President. - “* 

4th. By the creation of a construction fund it will 
give the Navy the benefit of all its old material or the 
proceeds thereof. As the Jaw now stands any old ma- 
terial which cannot be used directly in the ir or 
construction of other vessels, and which must sold 
passes out of the Navy entirely, and the gross proceeds 
go directly into the treasury, while all expenditures 
made under such sale come directly out -of the appro- 
priation made by Congress for maintaining the Navy ; 
another single fact- which explains why so many 
old ships and such accumulations of old material re- 
main on hand. As an illustration we call. attention.to 
the list hereafter given of vessels now on the stocks un- 
finished, rotten and unworthy of being finished, which 
cannot even be launched without large expense, and can- 
not, therefore, be sold. Such vessels must necessarily 
be torn down in the yards where they stand... The oid 
metals entering into their construction would be the 
only things of value to the Government resulting from 
the destruction of these old vessels. To compel a Sééte- 
tary of the Navy to expend his appropriation in what 
would be the exact equivalent of purchasing a’mass of 
old material which he does not use, and ‘which if he 
sells results in a loss to the Department of tbe’ whole 
cost producing, is manifestly unjust and unreasonable. 
The bill provides a fund out of which all costs of such 
removal may come, and into which the proceeds of all 
sales shall go. . te 

By means of said construction fund, which can fbe 
expended only in the construction of new vessels, all 
confusion of appropriations will be avoided. The 
ordinary appropriations for the maintenance: and re- 
pair of old vessels will be guarded from encroachmegt, 
and the condition of saia fund will at all times enable 
Congress to make its appropriations for new construc- 
tions conform to its policy on that subject, and to re, 
late this branch of the service as its views of- necessity, 
economy, or wise policy may dictate. The report goes 
on to give in detail the reasons on which these - 
sions are based. The first work is to clear away 
worthless rubbish of the old systems—eight ships, ac- 
cording to the reports, namely: Connecticut, Pennayl- 
vania, Iowa, Co Massachusetts, Oregon, Virginia, 
New Orleans. ‘These vessels cannot be destroyed with- 
out a large expenditure of money, and the old material 
which they contain will be the only remuneration: the 
Government will secure from their destruction. An- 
other list of 24 vessels is also presented, which inel 
only wornout .and worthless vessels. They are the 
Niagara, Florida, Susquehanna, Congress, Worcester, 
Benicia, Vanandaigua, Monongahela, a 
Kansas, Saco, Nyack, Shawmut, Frolic, Ohio, = 
tion, Sabine, Savannah, Oyane, Guard, Relief, Supply, 
Dictator, Roanoke. Besides ‘these there. are several 
tugs and small vessels used at the Navy-yards and at 
naval stations which are of litle value and of lets 
use. Here are 32 vessels, and if we atid the 10 
tugs, 42, which not only represent -no . naval 
power whatever, but are a positive injury to the sere 
vice. The reports proceed to say not only are the 
vessels in this state, but the material is autiquated ard 
useless in a great degree. The bill provides that these 
old ships oa material should at least pay for the cost of 
sale or destruction. The report concludes with an 
argument in favor of building new ships ratber than 
repairing old ones at an expense almost equal to the 
original cost. This system it criticises as expensive and 
foolish, and was condemned by the Committee of 
Naval Affairs of the 44th and 45th Congresses. 
“Under the provisions of the bill money once appro- 
priated for the Navy will never be lost to it, will 
never- be beyond the full control of Congress. We 
submit this bill with great confidence in its wisdom, 
and hope the House will accept and adopt it as a mea- 
sure full of promise.”

HEAVY STEEL GUNS. 

On the 24th of January, Mr. Whitthorne, in his re- 
m: upon the Fortification Bill, made the following 
statement: ‘‘ WitLin the limits of the United States we 
are not able, cither in our public arsenuls or in our pri- 
vate workshops, to make a single steel gun equal to 
similar guns of one of the first class naval powers.” 

If Mr. Whitthorne means to say that we are not, just 
at this moment, able to make a single steel gun equal to 


























































































































those uced by some of the foreign naval powers, he 
is no bt correct, simply because no public arsenal 
nor apy private workshop in this country is provided 


with the very extensive and costly plant necessary for 
the production of steel guns of the great size and weight 
of many of those produced in Europe. This, I take it, 
is the only reason why we are unable to produce guns 
of any size or ge required. We are perfectly well 
acquainted with all the system of gun manufacture 
practiced abroad, and there are no mechanical difficul- 
ties in any known system of gun construction which 
cannot be quite successfully overcome by the mechanics 
in either the public arsenals or many of the private 
workshops of this country, if only they are supplied 
with the necessary plaut for such work. It is also true 
that just at this time there is no steel firm in this coun- 
try prepared to furnish the best known kind of steel for 

which is undoubtedly the ‘‘compressed white 
fluid steel.” The reason for this lack is that there is no 
demand for this steel in this country sufficient to justify 
any steel firm in supplying itself with the massive and 
costly machinery necessary for its production. 

There is probably no steel firm in this country which 

has a forging hammer of over twelve, or at the most 
fifteen tons weight, and the rest of their plant isin the 
like proportion, whereas the casting, handling, and 
forging, of the huge ingots necessary for the manu- 
faciure of the tubes and jackets of even eight, ten and 
twelve inch rifle guns require forging hammers of 
twenty, thirty, and forty tons weight, and other cast- 
ing, forging, tempering, etc., portions of a plant ou a 
like scale. 

If Congress is now going to take up the matter of 
heavy ordnance and |egisiate aud sapeepsits in refer- 
ence to it in such a manner as to offer any fair induce- 
ment to the steel companies to undertake the produc- 
tion of the most suitable steel for purely orduance 
re ny there is no doubt but that a sufficient number 
of them will at once take up the matter, and, in due

We shall probably not find it necessary to attempt the 
construction of any rifled guns of a larger calibre than 
twelve inches, at the most, as we now know how to 
construct guns of a moderate calibre, which are very 
much superior in accuracy, range, power, and penetra- 
tion, to those of the largest calibre of the earlier con- 
stractions. 

These latest modelled guns and the recent develop- 
ments in oes, torpedo-boats, etc., have so com- 
pletely obtained the mastery over any possible construc- 
tion of an armored ship, that the utter folly of build- 
ing any more of those — unwieldy monsters is now

ARMORED CRUISERS. 


Is addition to 33 unarmored cruisers, the Advisory 
Board recommended the construction of five taims on the 
well known plan of Admiral Ammen, of which there is 
a model in the Navy Department, or after the plan of 
the P. us, recently launched, and now fitting for 
service in England, which is a modificatiou of the 
American ram. These are really designs of armored 
vessels, but on a somewhat novel plan, the armor be- 
ing 80 disposed as not to interpose a direct resistance to 
projectiles, but to present a bard, smooth surface, of 
considerable rigidity at @ very acute angle; besides the 
target of armor exposed above the water live is reduced

In the issue of the Army anp Navy Jovrnat of 
Oct. 29, 1881, will be tound an article under the cap- 
tion of ‘‘ Experiments on Deck Armor,” giving an ac- 
count of a series of experiments made at Portsmouth, 
England, on the resisting qualities of comparatively 
ligbt piates disposed at an acute angle. The targets 
used were seven in number, consisting of single plates 
of iron or steel three inches in thickness, and were en- 
tirely unbacked, being simply supported on beams, and 
were disposed at an angle of 15 deg. at a distance of 
100 yards from the guns, which were 9 and 10 inch 
rifles, charged with solid shot of 250 and 400lbs., and 
with 50 and 70lbs. charges of powder respectively. As 
a result it was found that these light plates so disposed 
and entirely uabacked threw off the heavy solid shot 
from 9 and 10 inch rifles driven by 50and 70lbs. charges 
of powder, with but a single exception, one shot pene- 
trating a target. The targets, however, were crushed 
as well as the solid shot themselves, 

In the Journax of June 11, 1881, will be found an 
account of a trial of machine guns aguinst light plates 
disposed at an angle, the article being copied from 
Broad Arrow, according to which plates were com- 
pletely penetrated when struck at right angles, were 
simply indented to a slight extent when struck at an 
acute angle. 

In Engineering, of March 8, 1880, there was pub- 
lished a diagramof the deck plan of the Peruvian moni- 
tor ram J/wascar, taken by a special correspondent of 
that journal after her capture by the Cailians, which 
shows the lines of fire from the Chilian vessels. Ac- 
cording to this diagram all shot striking at near right 
angles to the armor's surface pierced it, while all 
striking at an acute angle zlanced off without doing any 
serious injury. The armor was arranged to errest or 
resist shot by direct impact, but the only protection ob- 
tained was by deflection. a 
With facts similar tu these in view several govern- 








have built the Polyphemus, a torpedo ram of some 2,700 
tous displacement, having a curved armored deck of 
steel three inches in thickness, which rises amidships 
44 ft. above the water line, dipping entirely below it 
at the stem and stern. Above this curved armored 
deck is a superstructure divided into numerous water 
tiglt compartments by which the margin of flotation is 
increased. She is to carry six machine guns, which 
with fish torpedoes and a ram prow constitute ber 
offensive and defensive powers. The vessel is to be 
propelled by twin screws driven by engines of sufficient 
power to attain a speed of 17 knots per hour. 
Besides the Polyphemus, it is understood the Admiralty 
contemplate building several other rams on the same 
plan ; and they now have building three cruising vessels 
pamed respectively the Leander, bhacton and Arethusa 
which have curved armored decks extending over the 
boilers, engines, magazines, etc. 
The Danish government have constructed at Copen- 
hagen a vessel named the Jordenskjold, which is also 
armored with an interior turtle back, under which are 
protected the engines, boilers, magazine, etc. Above 
this armored deck the hull of the vessel is divided into 
numerous a by which flotation is secured. 
It is also understood the Italian government have a 
vessel building, which isto be armored on the same 
plan. With the exception of the five deflecting rams 
mentioned, the Advisory Board did not recommend the 
construction of any armored vessels, not that they did 
not think such vessels absolutely vecessary for any 
country pretending to keep a Navy, but rather on ac- 
count of the excessive cost of such constiuctions, and 
the urgent necessity of supplementing au unarmored 
fleet by the addition of new vessels. It was estimated 
that each armor clad would cost from $3,500,000 to 
$4,000,000; while the deflecting rams recommended, 
of 2,000 tons displacement, would cost $500,000 each, 
this light form of armor being less expensive than the 
massive vertical type. 
That unarmored ships cannot successfully contend 
with armored ones was conclusively decided by the 
combat at Hampton Roads some 20 years ago, and was 
reallirmed by the contest of the Shah and Amethyst 
with the Huascar in the bay of Ylo, on the west coast 
of South America, in 1877. In this combat we have 
two of the most powerful unarmored ships of the Bri- 
tish navy, the Shah being 6,040 tous displacement, and 
the Amethyst of 2,200 tons, armed with guns specially 
designed to pierce armor, manned by well disciplined 
crews, and commanded by skillful ofticers, contending 
for three hours with an armor clad of only 1,100 tons 
displacement, without being able to do her any serious 
damage; although they succeeded in striking her be- 
tween 70 and 80 times. 
The Huascar on this occasion was manned by a 
heterogeneous mob of undisciplined insurgents, who 
scized the vessel during one of the revolutions incident 
to South American governments. Owing to the wild- 
ness of the fire‘of the Huascar she did not succeed in 
striking either of the British ships, but it is the opinion 
of the highest autbority that had she been manned by a 
well disciplined crew, directed by skillful officers, the 
combat would have ended by the destruction of both 
the uparmored vessels. Even if the Government of the 
United States had the 88 unarmored vessels recom- 
mended by the Advisory Board—which it is proposed 
to have completed in eight years—they could not fight 
with any chance of success with even so small a power 
as Chili, should they be so unfortunate as to become 
involved in a war with that country, as they would have 
to contend with an armored fleet.

Foreign governmiente, so far as is known, have only 
applied the system of deflection to the protection of 
vital parts of the hull of the ship, but the same prin- 
ciple can also be applied for the protection of meu 
serving guns, and there is no good reason why the plan 
should not be adopted for cruising ships as well as for 
rams. The interior turtle back secured to the sides of 
the vessel several feet below the water line, and rising 
slightly above it amidships, presents a practically con- 
stant angle of impingement to horizoutal shot as the 
vessel rolls, aud that angle so acute as to deflect shot 
with a very moderate thickness of armor. This in- 
terior turtle back braces the vessel in a remarkable man- 
ner and gives the strength necessary for a ram or to 
resist ramming. 

The new high powered steel rifles are of such great

OCEAN LANES. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Sir: Referring to what is said in your paper of Jan. 
14, in regard to ‘‘ ocean lanes,” 1 would call atten- 
tion to what is written on the same subject in the New 
York Herald, Jan. 12th. 

It is therein suggested that a space of about thirty 
miles in width be laid off across the Atlantic on 
‘* neutral ground,” all steamers going Eastward to keep 
to the South and all coming Westward to keep to the 
North of it. I consider this a fair compromise between 
the advocates of the many routes and the opposers 
thereof, who want more liberty. They can, in case of 
the adoption of this new idea, follow the great circle, 
coming to the Westward if they prefer to run the risks 
of fog and ice, and in going East they can take 
advantage of the Gulf stream current. 

I have to offer another suggestion for the considera- 
tion of experts, and that is for steamers bound East in 
winter, when clear weather and Westerly winds prevail, 
to go as nearly by great circle sailing as possible, which 
would carry all, from all parts of our Atlantic coast, 
near to Cape Race, and carry them near ports of 
succor, and for all steamers coming West, in the stormy 
season, to keep tothe South of the ‘* neutral ground.” 
I should divide the seasons by commencing un the 1st of 
October and ending on the ist of April, and from April 
to October go and come as suggested in the Herald.

SCHOOLS FOR ENLISTED MEN. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journa’; 


Sir: All advocates of a better system of education 
for the soldier will be glad that Chaplain Mullins has 
been placed in charge of ‘‘ Education in the Army.” 
The want of success in the past is mainly due to the 
lack of interest taken by the enlisted men in their own 
mental improvement, and efforts to overcome their in- 
difference have been abortive in most cases. 

The children of enlisted men are required to attend 
school unless excused by the officer in charge. En 
listed men, on the contrary, go or not, as they choose, 
and the fact that it bas been optional with men to attend 
is exactly what has caused the present system to break 
down. At this post there are only eight men out of 
four companies and the band who attend regularly, or 
who take any interest in it. Iam satisfied that schools 
for enlisted men never will be a success until some dif- 
ferent plan from the present one is adopted. The plan 
which [ wish to suggest, although not free from difficul- 
ties, 1s yet a feasible one. 

All recruits should be required to pass an examina- 
tion in the elements of arithmetic, grammar, history, 
and geography of the United States and reading and 
writing. Such recruits as did not pass the examination, 
but who were acceptable in all other ways, could be 
taken on trial for, say, three months and gent to school, 
and if any of them did not at the end of that time come 
up to the required standard they should be discharged, 
the Government allowing them their board only during 
such probation. All soldiers now in the Army should 
be compelled to attend schocl until able to pass the re- 
quired examination, and if at the expiration of their 
term of service they could not do so they should not be 
re-enlisted. The only things which should excuse a 
man from attendance should be sickness, guard duty, 
and absence from the post with leave, or on detached 
service. 

Many will say that it is hard enough already to obtain 
recruits, without requiring them to pass through such

dent, Congress, the people, aud tle press, are unitedly 


convinced that the material force of the Navy should be 
augmented. The deliberations of the Advisory Board 
have been published for general information; but dis- 
close differences of opinion of several members upon 
minor principles of construction, the material to be 
used, the internal arrangements, and, to some extent, 
involving the type of vessels most needed in the new 
additions to come to our Naval forces. 

This difference of opinion is not surprising when we 
remember how difficult it is to secure general agreement 
upon any important question submitted for settlement 
to experts, to the press, or even to publicopinion. It is 
often a matter of wonder why so much divergence of 
opinion should exist among men in their discussion of 
matters of simpler solution and of far less serious import 
than the design and type of vessel most wanted just 
now; and asthe scope of enquiry submitted to this 
Board involved the most indefinite range, and, in some 
senses, required the expression of their views as experts 
as to what lesson they had drawn from the progress of 
events in such matters abroad, it is indeed surprising 
that their views are so nearly coincident. When it is 
remembered that the recommendation of this Board is, 
to a great extent, a radical departure from the grooves 
of current professional thought in this country and in 
Europe, and establishes in some respects a new notion 
of offensive and defensive action in time of war, it is 
just possible that old prejudices and conservatism might 
prevail unconsciously in bringing about differences of 
opinion. But, after all, these dissenting views, as con- 
tained in what is known as the minority report, differ in 
no essential respect from the important general features 
recommended by the Board. 

Both agree that high speed with great penetrative 
power of the ordnance carried is essential, or, in other 
words, that the penetrative power of the ordnance car- 
ried by the new vessels must be equal to that carried 
by the heaviest ironclad, but that the speed of the 
former must be vastly superior to that of the latter. 
From recent expressious of such notables as Sir William 
Armstrong, it would seem that the drift of thought in 
the Old World is setting in much the same direction as 
that indicated by the Board report. 

Up to this time the race between armor and guns is 
definitely decided in favor of guns, for the good reason 
that the latter’s size and efficient handling is dependent 
only upon the increase in size and power of the ma- 
chinery for their manipulation, while the limit to armor 
has been practically reached in the most recent 
additions to the foreign ironclad fleets whose heaviest 
armored ships are designed with an underwater body 
intended principally to safely float their armor. In 
gaining security for vessel and crew against projectiles 
by distributing over the most vulnerable parts of 
these monsters plating of great thickness and weight, the 
important feature of speed necessary to all machines in 
offensive warfare has been unwittingly sacrificed; so 
that any attempt to duplicate the most formidable of 
them on larger plans only adds the further perplexity 
of greater draft of water, greater displacement, and 
proportional loss of speed. These are some of the consi- 
derations affecting the minds of experts on both sides of 
the Atlantic, and I rejoice that they should have found 
expression from au American board of naval experts in 
advance. The new vessels recommended by the board 
can be made formidable if not successful adversaries of 
iron-clads if provided with double hulls, the inner hull 
to be constructed with fore and aft bulkheads of iron 
or steel traversed at intervals of ten or fifteen feet by 
thwart-ship bulkheads of same material, both bulkheads 
being secured on top to the spar deck of sloops-of-war 
or to the gun deck of frigates. The double bull to ter- 
minate in each class of vessels at points where iron 
bulkheads are secured, and the two hulls to be secured 
one to another by iron water stops coincident with the 
traverse bulkheads. This system of construction forms 
the interior of these vessels iato a kind of honeycemb 
of water tight compartments of almost indefinite num- 
ber, so that if the vessel is penetrated by projectiles, or 
by the rupture of outer hull through torpedo explosion, 
only those compartments in the wake of injury can be 
filled, while the water stops connecting double hull 
prevents the filling of entire space between them. It 
cau be seen that under this system it will be necessary 
to perforate a very large number of these compartments 
before the safe limit of the vessel’s stability would be 
seriously interfered with or overcome. At all events 
the compartment system for these unarmored vessels 
will supply a device to secure them against the dis- 
astrous effects of shots or ruptures in any part of the 
under water body which without this system would 
mean simply the certain and quick destruction of these 
new vessels. 

Supplied as these vessels would be with ordnance of 
high penetrative force, supplied with machinery capable 
of giving great speed, and provided with the compart- 
ment system we should have an engine of offence 
equal with the iron-clad in her offensive power, with 
this difference that the blows inflicted by the iron- 
clad’s artillery would not be irreparable or fatal to the 
swift cruiser, while similar blows delivered by the swift 
cruiser’s artillery would be irreparable and therefore 
fatal to the iron-clad. In other words we should have

Smithers, of the 10th Cavalry. That bill proposes to 
give Captain Smithets the identical place which this 
man, Lieut. Little, is now seeking at the hands of Con- 
gress. I desire that all the facts with reference to

Mr. Brown said: I desire to say to the House, how- 
ever, after a thorough examinution of the case, that 
when it is presented I think it will be apparent that 
Captain Smithers is by every consideration of law and 
justice entitled to the rank now accorded to the benefi- 
ciary of this bill. I think the House ought to allow 
the matter to pass over until the question is in such a 
shape that the whole question may be presented, so that 
both parties may have a fair chance.

The House Committee on Military Affairs has agreed 
to @ bill in the nature of a substitute for seventy 
private bills authorizing the Secretary of War to pay 
volunteer officers for the whole period they were com- 
missioned and performed duty where their commands 
were not below the minimum. The purpose of this bill 
is to cuver cases where officers who were commissioned 
in the volunteer forces served three or four months be- 
fore they. were mustered into the regular service. 
Messrs; Spooner, McCook, Steele, Sparks and McGin- 
nis were appointed a sub-committee on retirement and 
restoration of officers. Gen. Alvord, formerly Paymas- 
ter-General, who is now retired with the rank of colonel, 
addressed the committee in advocacy of the bill seeking 
to retire him as a brigadier-General. 

The House Committee on Naval Affairs on Thursday 
reported adversely the “ bili to resture George A. Ste- 
vens to.the same relative position on the Navy register 
occupied by Lim for nineteen years.” This adverse re- 
port is based on the record of Mr. Stevens, which 
shows that in 1840 he entered the Navy and in 1855 
was made a master. His name was struck from the 
roll for .incompetency the same year but restored, 
and in 1862, being made lieutenant commander he was 
ordered to the command of the Pontoosuck. In Oc- 
tober, 1864, he was tried for neglect of duty in unneces- 
—_ discontinuing and suspending his search for the 
rebel privateer Tal/ahassee, which had daringly entered 
the port of Portland, and suspended one year, with the 
loss of six months’ pay. On June 20, 1865, the Secre- 
tary of: the Navy set aside this sentence ‘‘as being 
entirely-inuadequate to the offence proved.” In October, 
1865, te-Naval Board decided not to recommend him 
for promotiou, and this finding was approved by the 
Presideat.. In accordance with the act of Congress 
approved April 21, 1864, he was on the retired 
list. In April, 1867, he-was “*as comniander 
ongthejfretiredglist," 2and ordered to duty, serving in 


various capacities until June, 1871, when he was pro} 
moted to the rank of lieutenant commander on the 
active list. This position he held until May 15, 1873, 
when he was commissioned ‘‘ as commander from May, 
1871,” and in July, 1876, was detached from service 
and placed on the retired list. 


CONGRESSIONAL NOTES. 


Tax sub-committee of the House Appropriation Com- 
mittee in charge of the Military Academy Appropriation 
bill has been engaged on that measure during the week, 
and expect to have it ready for the consideration of the 
full committee the latter part of the week. 

Sir Edward Reed, a chief naval constructor of the 
British navy, addressed a number of Senators in the 
Senate Committee room on commerce on Tuesday last 
in support of the feasibility of the proposed Tehuante 
pec ship railway. The address was ordered printed. 

The manager of the Soldier’s Home of Washington 
and other officers attached to the institution were before 
the sub-committee of the Senate Military Committee 
who have in charge of the investigation of that institu- 
tion. There was not a quorum present and the hearing 
was postponed until next Wednesday. 

A petition is before Congress for the reinstatement 
of Capt. Andrew Geddes, late of the 25th Infantry. 
This officer was tried by G. C. M. in 1878, and senten- 
ced to be cashiered and confined for three years in the 
Penitentiary, but in consequence of informalities in 
the proceedings President Hayes disapproved of the 
sentence and ordered him to duty. He was tried again 
for drunkenness, and dismissed December 3ist, 1880. 
The specifications to the charges in his first trial set 
forth very disgraceful conduct. 

Col. Laidley’s report on cast iron guns called for by 
resolution of Congress, is in course of preparation at 
the Ordnance Headquarters ; it will be completed suit- 
able for submittal in a few days. 

It is expected that the decision of the Supreme Court 
in the Tyler case will given next Monday. If it 
confirms the decision of the Court of Claims an ad- 
ditional appropropriation of about $120,000 will be 
needed ; and in anticipation of a favorable decision, it 
is conjectured, that the introduction of the Army Ap. 
propriation bill into the House has been delayed. 

The draft of the general bill for the retirement of 
non-commissioned officers, to which we referred to a 
few weeks ago, is understood to be in Gen. Sherman’s 
oftice under his consideration, and will afterwards go 
to the Secretary of War and from him to Congress. 

A bill introduced by Mr. Le Fevre and referred to 
the Committee on Public Buildings and Grounds, di- 
rects the removal of all obstructions from the corridors 
of the State, War and Navy; Departments building, 
so that communications from one of these departments 
to another may be made through the corridors. 

We have on the retired list of the Navy Commodore 
Wm. B. Whiting and Captain (Commodore by cour- 
tesy) Wm. D. Whiting. A bill is before the Senate, S. 
449, to give Commodore Win. B. Whiting the difference 
between the pay he received from July 21, 1861, to 
Feb. 19, 1863, and that of commander while actually 
on + his commission as commander dating from 
July 21, 1861. Another bill before the House, H. R. 
2740, gives him a pension. 

A bill is before the Senate, 8. 13, to give Captain 
William D. Whiting the rank of Commodore, and 
a bill with the same text, H. R. 697, passed the House, 
Jan. 27th, 1882.

‘*Mr. Morgan’s resolution, adopted by the Senate to- 
day, calling for information about ordnance tests, will 
uncover, it is suspected, a system of irregularities in 
the Ordnance Department, by which a good deal of 
public money has been wasted. The call for investiga- 
tion, which the resolution implies, comes from charges, 
vague as to details, but sweeping in their 
gations, that a ring of Army officers holds the most 
important and costly patents for ordnance construction, 
and that they are reaping a rich harvest therefrom, the 
Ordnance Department being said to prefer them over 
other inventors.

H. R. 3525, by Mr. Pettibone, to reorganize and promote 
the efficiency of the Army Chaplains’ Department. Be it 
enacted, elc., That there shell be established in the Army a 
Chaplains’ department, which shall consist of one Supervisor 
Chaplain, one assistant supervisor chaplain, and thirty-two 


plains. 

Sec, 2. That the President, by and withthe advice and 
conseut of the Senate, may appoint a Supervisor Chaplain, 
who shall be a regular graduate of some chartered college, 
and sLaill have been not less than ten years an ordained 
minister and not less than five years in the service of the 
Army. It shall be his duty ed pat wn as far as practicable, 
for the intellectual, moral, and religious necessities of offi- 
cers, enlisted men, employees, and children in the Army. 
He shall have charge of the educational service in the Army, 
including the post schools, reading-rooms, chapels, and 
libraries; and he shall have the rank, pay, and emoluments 
of a professor in the United States Military Academy. 

Sec. 3. That the Supervisor Chaplain shall at uo time, 
under any circumstauces, have authority or power to pre- 
scribe religious forms and ceremonies, or inany way what- 
ever to interfere withjthe absolute frecdom of religious faith 
and practice, 

Sec. 4. That the Supervisor Chaplain may select and re- 
commend, with the approval of the Secretary of War, one 
chaplain whom the President shall appoint assistant super- 
visor chaplain, and be shall have the rank, pay, and emolu- 
ments of a major of cavalry. 
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Sec. 5. That the President, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate, may appoint chaplains for the vacan- 
cies that may occur from time to time in the prescribed num- 
ber of thirty-four: Provided, That no person shall be 
appointed chaplain unless over twenty-five and under thirty- 
five years of age, and unless he be free from bodily de- 
formity. and have sufficient strength of voice to fulfill Lis 
public duties, and produce a medical certificate of sound 
constitution, and unless he furnish proof that he is a regu- 
Jarly-ordained minister in good standing at the time of his 
appointment. It shall be the duty of the chaplain, when it 
may be practicable, to bul appropriate religious services for 
the benefit of the command to which he may be assigned to 
duty at least once on each Sunday; to visit the sick in hospi- 
tal daily; and to perform religious services at the burial of 
the dead. He shall have immediate charge of the post 
schools, reading-rooms, and library at the post where he may 
be stationed. He shall take an active interest in the educa- 
tional work, and shall prepare and deliver for the benefit of 
the command each year at least four lectures on the history 
of the United States. For the purpose of ministering in 
sacred things, and in order to do all iu his power to promote 
the mental and moral welfare of the troops, it shall be the 
duty and privilege of the chaplain to visit all the posts and 
encampments within the military district in which he is sta- 
tioned once each year. He shall carefully keep a historical 
record of all important events and all births and deaths in 
the garrison; and in time of war he shall act as postmaster 
for the command with which he serves. He shall make and 
transmit through his commanding oflicer to the Supervisor 
Chaplain a bimonthly report of his work, its progress and 
success, aud his needs in the work, together with such sug- 
gestions as he thinks for the good of the service 

Sec. 6. That chaplains having served in the Army less than 
five years shall have the rank, pay, and emoluments of a 
mounted first lieutenant ; and those having served over five 
years shall have the rank, pay, and emoluments of a mounted 
captain; and chaplains shall be on the same footing with 
other officers in the Army as to teuure of office, retirement, 
and pensions. 

Sec. 7. That the rank of chaplain shall carry no military 
command, only in so much as it may be delegated or author- 
ized from time to time by superior officers, in the rare 
emergencies and necessities of the service ; and chaplains 
shall, like other officers, be subject to court-martial for it- 
fractions of the Army regulations. 

Sec. 8. That it shall be the duty of all commanda to afford 
chaplains every possible facility to aid them in the perform- 
auce of their duty.

BILLS REFERRED TO THE HOUSE NAVAL COMMITTEE. 

H. R. 2717, by Mr. Tyler, Jan. 9, to increase the efficiency 
of the inspection of steam-vessels : That sectioa 4461 of the 
Revised Statutes shall be amended by adding thereto the 
following words : ‘‘ There shall be attached to the district of 
each supervising inspector a lino officer of the Navy, not 
below the grade of lieutenant-commander, whose duty it 
shall be to visit, under the orders of the supervising inspector- 
general, once in every three months, every vessel licensed in 
said district to carry passengers under the provisions of this 
title. He shail have authority to direct the master of each 
vessel to exercise bis crew in the preparation of boats for 
abandoning the vessel and in the details of the extinguishing 
of fire, which exercising shall be done in such manner as 
shall be prescribed by the supervising inspector general. 
He shall alzo perform such other duties of inspection as the 
said supervising inspector-general shall direct, and he shall 
report the result of his inspections to that officer in such 
manner a8 shall be directed by him. At least two of these 
inspections in each year shall take place when the vessel is 
under way, actually engaged in the transportation of passen- 
gers, The officer thus attached to each of said districts shall 
be denominated marine inspector, and he shall receive 
the shore duty pay of his grade, with mileage at the rate of 
ten cents per mile, as prescribed in section forty-foar 
hundred and four for the supervising inspector. Said 
mileage sball be paid from the fund created by the first 
paragraph of this section in the eame manner as is done in 
the case of the other officers created by the provisions of this 
title.”

CONDITION OF THE NAVY. 


Tue following letter from the Secretary of the Navy, 
in response to a resolution of the House of Representa- 
tives, requesting the views of the minority of the com- 
mission to consider the condition of the Navy, was 
received in the House January 25, 1882, and referred 
to the Committee on Naval Affairs and ordered to be 
printed :

Hon. J. W. Keifer, Speaker of the House of Representat.ves : 


Str: I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of 
an attested copy of a resolution adopted by the House 
of Representatives on the 17th instant, requesting the 
Secretary of the Navy toreport to the House, at the 
earliest practicable time, the views of the minority of 
the commission organized to consider the condition of 
the Navy, and what measures should be taken to secure 
its efficiency ; also, to furnish information in relation to 
the original cost, construction, repairs, speed, etc., of 
the steam vessels of the Navy. 

Ali of the available force of the depariment wiil be at 
once applied to the preparation, promptly, of the in- 
formation called for by the resolution. It wil! be im- 
possible to furnish immediately, or for some time to 
come, all the information whicb has been requested. 
While it is being collected and prepared for transmission 
to Congress the current work of the department should 
be carried on; and, therefore, considerable time will 
necessarily be required before the resolution can be fully 
answered. 

The views of ihe minority of the commission will be 
sent forward at an early day, as the manuscript has 
been in the hands of the Public Printer since the assem- 
bling of Congress. 

In this connection it is proper to say that it is an error 
to suppose that the views of the minority of the com- 
missivn have in any way been withheld or attempted to 
be suppressed by this department. 

The report of the majority of the commission, the 
views of the minority, and all other papers connected 
with the subject of discussion accompany the annual 
report of the Secretary of the Navy, made to the Presi- 
dent on the 28th of November last, and are being 
printed at the Government Printing Office. 

For the purpose of facilitating access to the report of 
the advisory board or commission by those whv might 
wish to examine it, arrangements were made with the 
Public Printer some days ago, and before knowledge ef 
the passage of the resolution by the House reached the 
department, to strike off several hundred copies of all 
that related to the advisory commission as soon as the 
proof was read and the pages were in form, as it would 
be some time before the annual report and accompany- 
ing documents would be ready for distribution.

Ix the House of Representatives, on Monday, Mr. 
Taylor offered the following resolution which was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Expenditures in the War 
Department : 

Resolved, That the Committee on Expenditures in the War 
Department be anthorized to ascertain what, if any, measures 
cau be employed to facilitate the obtaining of copies Of the 
hospite! records in the Surgeon-General’s office for fhe use 
of the Peasion Bureau and to lessen expenses in the 
General's office. — 

In a statement accompanying the presentation ‘of 
resolution Mr. Taylor stated that thé purpose was to 
prepare an index of the 16,000 volumes of 
records now in the Surgeon-General’s office. He : 
‘*The force now employed in the record and 
division of the Surgeon-General’s office is now as large 
as can be advantageously employed. The number of 
clerks is about one hundred and sixty, but not-these, nor 
any number of clerks, can do the work of that office 
under the present system. The remedy which when 
applied will enable sixty clerks to do the work of that 
division of the Surgeon-General’s office as completely 
and promptly as the similar work is pow done 10 the 
office of the Surgeon-General of the Navy, and which 
will save these records from the much handling that is . 
now destroying them, is the making of some form of 
general index. It is true that this will be an immense 
job, but a proper force under the direction of a 
tul man of experience in such matters would 
it in two years without interfering with the current ° 
ness of the oftice, and the present eystem could be so 
improved as to set free a considerable number of clerks 
who could be employed in making an index. A similar 
work was accomplished in the office of the Surgeon- 
Genera| of the Navy in 1873, and the result is that one 
clerk now does this class of work in that office com- 
pletely and promptly, answering all demands made 
upon him without delaying any case in the Pension 
Office. With a suitable index, any case in which there 
is no hospital record on file could be disposed of in ten 
minutes, and all cases could be returned to the Pension 
Office on the day next following their receipt, withsuch.

NEW. YORK NATIONAL GUARD CAMPING GROUND. 

Tr is stated that Adjutant-General Townsend intends soon 
to start on a tour through the State in search of camping 
grounds for the National Guard next snmmer, to which 
work he intends to give his personal attention. In con- 
nection vith this the Oswego Daily Times suggests Fort 
Ontario «s a proper point for the encampment, stating 
tliat Fort -Ontario is «till in good condition for the 
accommodation of troops and could be utilized to the best 
advantage by the National Guard. It would make a splendid 
place for artillery practice and furnishes as handsome a 
parade ground as can be desired. There are commodious 
quarters for officers and men, and there is not in summer a 
more beautiful and healthful situation in the State. We 
» consider this suggestion a very appropriate and sensible one, 
and well worthy of the consideration of the authorities. It 
is altogether-probable that the Army authorities in Wash- 
ington would favor the proposition and loan Fort Ontario to 
the State of New York for this purpose. 


Nationat Ririe Assocration.—The Board of Directors 
held a special meeting in regard to the International Rifle 
Match on Jan. 31, at 88 Clinton place. The committee pre- 
sented their report, which included all the proceedings and 
correspondence which have taken place in regard to the mat- 
ter, and which, including the telegram sent to Sir Henry 
Halford on Jan. 25, have ail been published in the Jovana.. 
The report then proceeds as follows : 

It is proper to say that the general rules of the British 
National Rifle Association were changed during the present 
month so as to prescribe that the position at 200 yards may 
be either standing or kneeling in place of kneeling only. 
The committee feel that the proposed match will be of great 
value in stimulating military rifle irecting thronghout the 
different States, particularily their National Guards, as well 
as in turning the attention of our inventors towards improv- 
ing our military rifles. The time available between now and 
the date at which the team ix reqnired to be selected will 
perbaps not be sufficient to permit very much in either direc- 
tion to be accomplished before the latter date. But if it is 
understood that the proposed competition will result in the 
holding of a similar match in this country next year between 
a selected team of British Volunteers and the best shots of 
the National Gnard of our different States, the coming sum- 
mer will show an interest and an improvement in military 
rifle shooting all over the country which has never before 
been exhibited. We are therefore of the opinion that it is 
indispensable to the success of the proposed match thata 
visit of = British military team to Creedmoor in 1883 should 

assured, 

There is, of course, some difficulty in the British National 
Rifle Association making at the present time a positive pledge 
in regard to a matter of this description two years in ad- 
vance, yet it wohld seem that a promise should be obtained 
that it would do all in its power to insure such a return 
match. 

Before the close of the meeting the following was adopted: 

Resolved, That this association ratifies the action of its 
committee in is correspondence relating to the pro 
I tional Military Match, and hereby expresses its desire 
to bring about such a match, but are constrained, neverthe- 
less, to instract its committee, and hereby does instruct it, to 
insist that a return match must be shot at Creedmoor in the 
season of 1883, and that the British rale tiring American 
arms used in the contest being subjected to Brilish proof 
tests should be waived.

** to your peste, march,” they face about (instead of to the 
right arid left, as was done in this case) march down to the 
front rank, and then turn to the right and left, according to 
the places assigned to them. When the Officer of the Guard 
was ordered to inspect the guard, he had not the slightest 
idea of what was required of him, and had to be informed of 
every detail by the Adjutant, who indeed, of all the officers 
engaged, appeared to be the only one who knew anything 
about the exercises. It must be said to his credit, that he 
seemed to have studied the matter thoroughly, aud that he 
had a very correct idea of what was required. 
The guard passed in review in s fair manner, bat when 
ing the old guard and arriving at the supposed guard 
ouse, there again appears an entire lack of knowledge on 
the part of the Officer of ‘the Guard of what was to be done, 
and the Adjutant had to come again to set matters right. 
The whole proceeding was gone through with various times, 
and at last everybody seemed to have acquired a fair general 
idea of what should be done, and the exercise passed off in 
a tolerably smooth manner. 

Of course the details were far from perfect, but the im 
provement made in one night was very satisfactory. The 
new guard each time lost too much distance from the old, 
and the march past was not done as it should be. All that is 
necessary is that the fours as soon as clear of the old guard 
should incline enough to the right that at the command 
fours left the pivots are in line with the old guard, by which 
time and trouble in dressing up to this position is saved. 
The posting of sentries was well enough done, bat not suffi- 
cient attention was paid to instruct them properly in walk- 
ing their posts. The musket should be at right shoulder or 
support ; it looks ridiculous, absurd, and unmilitary, to see a 
coe with his musket at a carry, and evidently at a loss to 
know what to do with it. A seutry when holding communi- 
cation with any authorized or proper person, or when calling 
out, should always bring his piece to arms port, and remain 
so until the communication ceases. These rules, the A B O 
ot guest ato. were totally neglected, a fact for which no- 

ly but the officers is to blame—they were incessantly 
ing the sentinels, but failed to give the proper instructions, 
We noticed numerous other points which deserve correction, 
but which want of space prevents us from mentioning, about 
which those whose duty it is should post themselves. An 
exceedingly improper and unmilitary habit is the chewing of 
tobacco and spitting while in ranks, under arms, which we 
are sorry to say we noticed, to our ise, in some instances, 
during this evening. This habit is more or less indulged in 
in some of the r armories ; the fact is one not to the 
credit of the organizations who permit it, and the officers 
should endeavor to their utmost to it. Drills and in- 
structions in the 8th will be kept up d the season in &

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THE CHEVALIER BAYARD. 


Tue military fame of Bayard is of a peculiar kind. 
He belongs to a period of transition in the art of war. 
Medieval hand-t-hafd tactics were rapidly giving way 
to modern strategy. Knights were still clothed in heavy 
armor from head to foot, and occasionally tilted at 
each other in front of the armies. But a battle was no 
longer decided by a series of personal encounters, and 
the various kinds of foot soldiers, ‘ lansquenets,” 
‘‘arbalisters,” and ‘‘ arquebusiers” are frequently men- 
tioned in his life as the real backbone of the fight- 
ing power. Bayard was, perhaps, the last instance of a 
knight gaining widespread and permanent reputation by 
dint chiefly of personal valor. For he can scarcely be 
classed among great commanders. He was the favorite 
of three successive Kings, and it was he who had the 
honor of dubbing Francis I. a knight on the battlefield 
of Marignano. He was also made acaptain of gens 
@armes, a distinction generally reserved for the royal 
blood, and subsequently had an opportunity of showing 
his administrative talents as lieutenant-general of Dau- 
phine. But his only military achievement of historic 
importance was the defence of Mezieres with a garrison 
of 1,000 men against an army of 35, 000, which saved 
France from imminent ruin. During the interminable 
Italian campaigns of Charles VIII. and Louis XII. Bay- 
ard was always with the army, as ready to assist in a 
council of war as to make a dashing raid on the enemy ; 
but he néver was the leader of a great number of men, 
and his fame was founded chiefly on such incidents as 
his victory over the valorous Spanish knight Sotomayor, 
whom he took prisoner and subsequently killed in single 
combat. Bayard was not a lucky soldier, and more 
than once he was taken prisoner by the enemy. The 
last time this happened was at the famous battle of the 
Spurs, and the manner in which he effected his release 
without a ransom shows that on occasions he could be
